Masor R. T. Frank, Ist U. 8. Art., paid a hasty visit this 
week to friends in Brooklyn, en route to the Pacific Coast. 

Lievt.-CoLonet M. M. Bient, 25th U. 8S. Inf., on leave, 
registered this week at the Park Avenue Hotel, New York 
City. 

Last Saturday, Nov. 5, Major-Gen. Hancock took the 
French guests, by water, on a brief visit to Governor s Island, 
Bedloe’s Island, Fort Schuyler, and Willet’s Point. At each 
post the visitors alighted for a tour of the places and objects 
of interest, and salutes of 11 guns, the usual greeting to com” 
manders, were fired in honor of Gen, Boulanger as represent. 
ing the French army. The ride up the East River to the en- 
trance of the Sound was very much enjoyed. At Willet’s 
Point the party was treated to an exhibition of the methods 
of torpedo exploding and to an exhibition of what is called 
the Fish torpedo, said to be a novelty as compared with other 
like implements. The trip, perfectly informal, was an en- 
joyable one throughout, and the guests were much pleased 
at the courtesies shown them. Gen. Hancock has been the 
recipient of many compliments from the guests for his polite 
attention to them, and his endeavors to aid them in seeing 
what is to be seen since their arrival in this country. 


Cou. Wm. H. Giiper, second in command of the Franklin 
Search Expedition under Lieut. Schwatka, 3d Cav., which 
made the memorable sledge journey to King Wiliam Land 
from Depot Island, North Hudson Bay, has had his letters 
arranged for publication in book form from the press of 
Scribner. 

Lieut. ALLYN Capron, Ist U. 8. Art., is spending a leave 
of absence from Fort Monroe, Va., with friends at George- 
town, D. C. 

Mrs. DAnLGREN, widow of the late Admiral Dahigren, has 
given to the public (through J. R, Osgood and Co.) an inter- 
esting series of sketches entitled *-South Sea Sketches,” the 
result of personal observations when with her husband in 
South America fourteen years ago. Mrs. Dahlgren’s letters 
home at that period form the basis of the work, which is a 
striking picture of manners and character in the South 
American Republics. 

Messrs. G. P. Purnam’s Sons publish in their ‘‘ New Plu- 
tarch” series a very interesting life of Martin Luther, by 
John H. Treadweil. ‘The life of Luther,” says Mr. Tread- 
well, ‘‘is one for which we find no parallel in any history, and 
as such it is worth knowing. I have tried to view it from an 
impartial standpoint, to see him as a man among men, leav- 
ing polemics and the niceties of chronology to those who 
have tastes in that direction.” Books describing the career 
of this remarkable man are too often unduly overloaded with 
discussions that prevent the central historic figure from being 
seen in its individual traits. This is not true of the work of 
Mr. Treadwell. 

Bvt. Cou. Grorce A. Purineton, captain 9th Cavalry, 
will take charge of the Recruiting Rendezvous in Washing- 
ton lately vacated by Bvt. Major Wilson 'T’. Hartz, captain 
15th Infantry. 

Some surprise was manifested by the resignation of Lieut. 
C. C. Wolcott, 3d Artillery (Nov. 1), and his acceptance of 
the position of civil engineer in the Navy Department. But 
besides the duties of his new position, which are very much 
more to his taste, it will be seen by reference to the Navy 
Register that a relative step in promoiion, and a decided in- 
crease of pay, has been gained iu his case, viz., the relative 
rank of licutenant in the Navy and $2,400 per year pay in 
place of $1,800. There are ten civil engineers in the Navy. 
The four senior civil engineers in the present register having 
been retired, the fifth on the list takes the rank of captain, 
the next two commanders, the next three lieutenant-com- 
manders, and the four juniors the rank of lieutenant, the 
pay depending on length of service. The first five years 
2.400, and soon. Lieut. Wolcott’s resignation promotes 2d 
Lieut. Heman Dowd, 3d Artillery, to 1st lieutenant. 

Ovr advices from New Orleans state that the community 
is much pleased with the prospect of again having a garrison 
of respectable size—two companies of artillery—at Jackson 
Barracks. Capt. E. R. Warner, 3d U. 8. Art., is likely to be 
the post commander, and in him the New Orleans people 
will find an excellent soldier and a courteous gentleman, 

Dr. H. 8. Turriny, U. 8. A., was in New York this week 
from Sackett’s Harbor, with troops moving to the South. He 
may remain in this vicinity for some time. 

Tue lively controversies of the Arizona papers on the sub- 
ject of the management of military affairs in that Depart- 
ment are the spice of newspaper life in that Territory, and, 
in the absence of this subject to enliven the somewhat dull 
detail of mining statistics, we should find our exchanges 
from Arizona much less interesting than they are. The 
Tombstone Epitaph, naturally enough, is as dolorous as a 





grave-yard on the subject of military management, as was 
shown by the jextract we published recently. The Miner, 
which is less oppressed by its name, takes » more cheerful 
view. It says in its issue for October 28: ‘‘ Those who were 
triumphant over the advent of Gen. Mackenzie into the Ter- 
ritory and turned their batteries on Gen. Willcox, than whom 
Arizona never had a more prompt and efficient commander, 
will now have a chance, cur like, to whiningly take it all 
back, and declare before God and man that they were mis- 
taken. Gen. Mackenzie is a brave, good officer, but we have 
others equally as good. He has been ordered from this De- 
partment, and Gen. Willcox assumes entire control in the 
field and elsewhere throughout the Department of Arizona. 
The Indian question has been handled with more than usual 
good judgment, and thus the Territory, save a very small 
strip bordering on Mexico, has been saved the horrors and 
fearful drawbacks of along and cruel war with the natives, 
who are numerous and hard to cope with in the rough gran- 
ite mountains of Arizona, Our people are content with Gen. 
Willcox, and want him left unhampered by officers higher 
in rank, He will surely do his duty, and save us lives and 
property. We believe Gen. Willcox has done hi: whole duty 
in the late Indian uupleasantness, We remember well, hav- 
ing retained a residence in Arizona from 1864 up to 1874, 
when the Territory had numerous military commanders, and 
yet no more correct or prompt steps were taken to check, 
during all that time, Indian outbreaks and hostilities than 
those chosen by Gen. Willcox, who, if left alone for a few 
days unhampered, will cause the unruly savages to sue for 
peace or bite the dust. However, it would be one of the 
wonders if a commanding officer of this Department were to 
conduct a campaign, even without error in the least minute 
thing, and escape the censure of great newspaper generals.” 

Taree of the French visitors, Lieutenant-Colonel Blondel, 
Captain de Couverille and Captain le Baron Henri D’Abo- 
ville, when in Hartford, Conn., on Saturday, spent the af- 
ternoon at Colt’s armory, and were afterwards dived at the 
Hartford club by General Franklin, Dr. Gatling, Mark Twain 
and others. They left for Newport on the evening express. 

Tue Atlanta, Ga., Constitution, of Nov. 6, says: ‘‘ Yester- 
day afternoon General Henry Hunt, now in command of the 
Department of the South, left the city after a few days’ stay, 
for Newport barracks. He was accompanied by Mr. John 
M. Baldwin, of his staff. The 5th Artillery band piayed at 
the depot, and nearly all the officers of the regiment were 
present to say good-bye to the general, whom they all seem 
to love 50 much. He will probably be separated a long time 
from his old regiment as it goes to different stations ia New 
York next week, and General Hunt will remain at Newport. 
He has been in the south a long time, and wherever he has 
gone has made true friends and many of them. In Charles- 
ton, Atlanta, and other southern cities where General Hunt 
has lived, he will ever find a sincere, hearty welcome.” 


Tuanks to the unflagzing energy of General W. 8S. Rose- 
crans and his colleagues, the worn-out veterans of the iate 
war, of whom alone ninety-one are known to be scattered in 
alms houses in California, the gallant old soldiers are now 
in a fair way to have a home. The most glorious local 
monument to our murdered President would undoubtedly be 
the founding of a home for his veteran and disabled com- 
rades of the war of the Union. We understand that the net 
proceeds of the street railways and ferries for Thanksgiving 
Day are to be given to this excellent purpose. If Garfield 
were alive now, and could dictate his wishes, there is no 
question but that he would scorn the greatest bronze or 
marble monument ever erected compared to the perpetuation 
of his name and fame in connection with a home for our 
soldiers.—Sar Francisco News Letler.

A CORRESPONDENT of the JourNat writes that the personnel 
of the “‘suite” of the Marquis of Lorne, who has recently 
passed through the United States on his return to Ottawa, 
Canada, is as follows: Col. De Winton, Military Secretary; 
Major Chater, A. D. C.; Capt. Perceval, A. D. C.; Dr. Sewell, 
Mr. Bagot, Rev. Dr. McGregor, and Messrs. Hall and Austin. 
Col. De Winton is a lieutenant-colonel ia the Royal Artillery. 
Major Chater, who during the trip received notise of his ad- 
vancement from a captaincy to a majority, belongs to the 
91st Foot, ‘‘ the Princess Louise’s own regiment,” which is 
now stationed iu South Africa, and a3 the major’s period of 
‘+ staff service” has expired, he will proceed almost imme- 
diately to join his regiment. Capt. Perceval has served in 
the 11th Hussars, the 2d Life Guards, and the 1st Dragoons 
(Royal), exchanging from one regiment to the other, but at 
present holds no commission in either. He left Lord Lorne 
and party at Ogden, Utah, for San Francisco, and will make

He was also 
prominent in founding the Ulster Iron Works at Saugerties. 
At the West Point Foundry a great number of cannon were 
made for the National Government, and during the war of 
the Rebellion the Parrott guns were manufactured there, 
under the direction of Capt. Parrott, who was then the lessee. 
Mr. Kemble was a friend and associate of William Cullen 
Bryant, Washington Irving, Gulian C. Verplanck, James K. 
Paulding, Henry Brevoort, and other men who were promi- 
nent in New York literary or fashionable circles in his earlier 
years. He was one of the founders of the Century Club, 
and a life member of the National Academy of Design. Mr. 
Kemble leaves two sons and three danghters. The sons, 
Peter and Gouverneur Kemble, are members of the firm of 
Paulding, Kemble and Co., of No. 30 Broadway, the present 
owners of the West Point Foundry.

Lieut 
Fhpper said he was sure the funds bad been sent. On the 
eve uf the 20th becoming satisned that Lieut.

Search 
revealed $2,800 worta vi checks in w bux, Which were Cuccks 
wuico bad beeu presented to meet the public tuuds by Filip- 
per, amung tuem spurious checks for $1,450 ; discuuuuucd 
the search aud had Fiupper putin the gaard-house ; visuwed 
iin alte:wards and exhibited a telegram, suying, he had 
uever had deposited tueu: wud was not autnorized to draw.

_ Commodore Lull reports, Oct. 18, that everything is quiet 
in the territory. September 15th, the Wachus# sailed from 
Sitka for Bebring or Uakutat Bay, Alsska, arriving there on 
the following evening. Returning sailed from Behrivg Bay 
September 20th, and arrived at Sitka Sept. 22d. The object 
of her visit to Uakutat was to arrest an Indian 
for the alleged murder of two white men, sometime in Sep- 
tember, 1880. Two of the chiefs of the village were sent for 
and came aboard, One was beld as a hostage, the other sent 
for the murderer, and $50 reward offered for bis arrest. On 
the fourth day the chief returned with the prisouer, 
Two women aud a man, sid to be witnesses in the case, were 
taken aboard, aud the prisoners and witnerses sent by mail 
steamer to Portland, Oregon, for trial. Commodore Lull 
says: ‘On our return to Sitka [ found that during our ab- 
rence, a case had arisen at Rockwell, which at first looked 
semewhat serious, though nothing had resulted from it. 
An Indian, a relative of one of the chiefs, had been contined 
by Lieut. Comdr. Pigman. for stabbing a squaw while under 
the influence of liquor. Lieut. Comdr. Pigman had seuten- 
ced him to ove mouth’s confinement and a fiue of fifty blan- 
kets. A few evevivgs afterwards, a squaw, living with one 
of the miners, informed tbe latter that there was to be firing 
that night on the bill, where the gariison is located, 
He had heard some of the Indians say so. This was at 
once communicated to Lieut. Commander Pigman, who 
took all precautions to give a warm reception to any attack- 
ing party. Noattack wasmade. An investigation the fol 

lowing day failed to make anything veiy detinite out of it, 
it being impossible to separate actual information from the 
exaggeration of ramor. The chiefs devied any knowledge 
of such intention on the part of any of the Indiaus, and {| 
fully believe myself that what the squaw heard was idle talk 
or Lraggadocio on the part of some of the bucks, pos-ibly 
under the influence of hoo-chee-»o, but which, if seriously 
intended by any of them, did not get sufficient following 
to make it amount to anytbiog. I. however, deemed it pru- 
dent to increase the force there, and the weather being at 
the time exceedingly thick, so that it was problematical how 

long it might take the Wachusett to get there, she having to 
take the outside passage, [ hired a small steamer, put a 
howitzer and twenty offivers and men on board, and pro- 
ceeded to Rockwell, where I found all quiet. I sent for the 
chiefs and threatened them with dire punishment 1f any sort 
of outbreak ocourred ; upon which they reiterated promises 
of good behavior, which they had already made to Lieut. 
Comdr. Pigman, to whom they had declared they would 
rather die with the whites than join in any attack made upon 
them. A few days later they paid the fine required in 
blaukets and their equivalent. jeut. Commander Pig- 
man reserved ten of the blankets for the squaw, 
who, by the way, had not been seriously burt, and 
gave the rest back to the chiefs, to be used for the poor of 
the tribe. No further disturbance of any sort has occurred, 
though, as 2 miliiary necessity, Lt.-Comdr. Pigman has pio- 
hibited the sale of molasses at the port, and I have approved 
his action. The force now under Lt.-Comdr. Pigman’s 
command consists of 43 officers and men, the most of whom 
are blue jackets. This reduces the regular force of the shi 
very considerably. We fortunately have a puirticalarly well 

behaved set of men, who render just as g service as the 
marines, but the average blue jacket could hardly be de- 
pended upon for service ina mining camp. The fact that 

there aro now three towns where whi'es and Indians are 
associated in considerable numbers—viz., Sitka, Rockwell, 
aud Wravgel—makes it, in my opinion, very necessary that 
the number of men and officers should Le somewhat increas- 
ed. A force should, by all means, be stationed at Wrangel 
large enough to enforce its orders, say of twenty men aad 
at least one officer. These should be marines. I have not 

placed a party there thus far, as the number of officers and 
men left on board, particularly in view of the occasional 
necessity for sending away expeditions, is not sufficient to 
' spare as many as I believe . We should have at 
‘ least twenty additional enlisted marines and one aiditional 
marine offiver while on the present service, not as part of 
the ship's complement, but to supply the detachments on 





shore. I have to-day ordered the arrest of Henry Imhoff 
for selling intoxicating liquors to Indians, and shall send 
him to Washington Territory for trial. Imhoff was one of 
the two men recently held iu confinement for murderous as- 
sault upon another citizen.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Enterprise, at Washington, will be ready about Janu- 
ary to go into commission. The Juniat~, at New York, will 
be ready about the same time or a little later. 

IN his report dated Sept. 27, of which we gave a synopsis 
last week, Admiral Clitz describes the ceremonies on the 
receipt of the news of President Garfield’s death, in which 
the Russian cruiser Asia and the French ship Champlain 
joined, half masting their colors and firing minute guns 
None of the Japanese vesrels participated beyond half mast- 
ing their colors. Sept. 15 Admiral Clitz half masted colors 
on the occasion of the death of Prince Frederick of the 
Netherlands. On the 19th the Russian cruiser Asia came in 
and saluted bis flag with 13 guns, which salute was returned. 
-On the same day four Japanese men-of-war came in under 
the command of a rear-admiral. On the 21st dressed ship, 
and at noon fired a salute of 21 guus in honor of the anni- 
versary of the birthday of the Grand Duke Constantine. 
Admiral Clitz declined to participate ix the Japanere autumn 
festival by dressing ship in view of the sad news just received 
of the President’s leath. Sept. 25 Vice-Admiral Willes. in 
his flagsbip Iron Duke, arrived at Yokohama with a portion 
of his tleet, consisting of the Jron Duke (flagship), Curacoa, 
Cosmus, Encounter, Albatross, Vigilant, Musquito, Lily, 
Pegasus, Swift, and Zephyr, eleven in all. The usual 
civilities were exchanged. Affairs in China and Japan are 
quiet at present. The typhoon which passed near Yokohama 
Sept. 14 began at 2 a. M. with violent rain, thunder, and 
lightning, wind S. 8. E., hauling gradually to S. W. by W 
at 8 a. m. The barometer fell to 29.15 between 6 and 7 
4. M., with wind 8S, W., after which it begun to rise. The 
force of the wind varied from 9 to 11, blowing violently in 
squalls. A lighter belonging to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company was sunk with several Japanese coolies on board, 
No other damage was sustained by the shipping there. The 
effect on the coast does not seem to have been as disastrous 
as usual, 

A cORRESPONDENT of the New York Herald, who signs 
himself ‘* Navy.” revives the question of the loss of the 
U. 8. steamer Huron, on the coast of North Carolina, Nov. 
24, 1877, with a view to exonerate from blame those officers 
who were deemed to be responsible for the loss of the 
vessel, After recapitulating the circumetances attendiog 
the disaster, he says: The court found “ that the soundings 
off this portion of the coast are so irregular that depths le:s 
than twenty fathoms can give no reliable information in 
regard to position or distance from the shore.” Soundings 
no avail, bearings no avail because of heeling error, they 
could not know the distance of the coast. At half-past ten 
this had decreased so much and the tide having turned they 
came within the influence of a current of about one and a 
half knots, which conspiriug with the heeling error served 
to put them on shore about one a. M. Whether or no these 
conclusions are considered correct this much must be 
admitted—that had the commander been informed of the 
heeling error he would have been three miles off shore at 
one A. M., and at a place where the shoaler water extends so 
far from the coast as to give early warniug of the proximity 
of land. The heeling error is dangerous, for if proper 
obscrvations have not been made it may go undetected for a 
long time, even by a vigilant commander, as it did in this 
case. 

We have received a copy of the report of the board 
appointed to investigate the explosion in the Hydraulic 
Press House, Ordnance Department, Washington Navy-yard, 
Oct. 25. The members were: A. A, Semmes, captain U. 8. 
N., captain of the yard ; John H. Russell, captain U. 8. N.; 
A. G. Menocal, civil engineer U.S N. They report that the 
explosion was primarily due to the ignition of the Weeks’ 
torpedo rocket, which was being reamed out. The ignition 
may have occurred from the reamer becoming heated, or 
from the possible presence of grit in the fullers clay, used to 
close up the tail end of the rocket. The flame filled the 
house like a furnace, and the building was completely 
destroyed, involving a loss of about 3600. The men injured 
were George Lawrence, killed, and M. O. Thompson and 
George F. Gates, burned, the former very badly. These 
men understood the dangerous character of their work and 
exercised great, aud perhaps more than usual caution. They 
had previously manufactured 25 of these rockets without 
accident. Seven loaded rockets were in the building af the 
time. The one on the reamer was torn asunder at the tail, 
and this partial destruction of the case was due probably to 
the small space between the reamer aud the base of the 
rocket, not admitting of the ready escape of the gases 
generated by the combustion. Two rockets were burnt out- 
side the building, and two were completely shattered by ex- 
plosion, which the board think may have been caused by the 
composition taking fire in the middle of the rockets, owing to 
the intense heat of the flame from the exploded rocket. 
The remaining two were taken out of the burning building 
by Mr. John W. Thompson at the risk of his life. In 
conclusion the board find that no one was to blame. 
They say: “Mr. John W. Thompson has been engaged in 
the manufacture of rockets in this yard since 1832, and in 
immediate charge of this kind of work since 1864, and 
this is the first explosion which has occurred since the 
last mentioned date These rockets weigh loaded 109 lbs., 
and after reaming 107 lbs.; the cases are of 3-16 boiler 
iron with 3¢ inch steel head and tail plates.’ 

Commander Quackenbush reports that the quarantine at 
Pensacola has been raised, and the Naval guard withdrawn, 
and calls attention to the zealous and effectual manner ln 
which Boatswain Edw _—_Crissey performed his duties. 

In G. CO. M. O. No. 31, Navy Dept., Oct. 26, Secretary Hunt 
carries into effect the amen at the G. C. M., Capt. Oscar M, 
Badger, U. 8. N, president, in the case of Passed Asst. 
Surg. Paul Fitzsimons, sente ced to be suspended fiom 
duty for three months, and reprimanded by the Hono-able 
Secretary of the Navy, which period was, in consideration of 
the recommendation to clemency by the majority of the inem- 
bers of the Court, reduced io two months, to tak» effect 
from Oct. 26. The offence consisted in insulting language 
and deportment toward Passed Asst. Surgeon Samu-l H. 
Dickson, U. 8. N., at the mess table of the Naval Hospital, 
Philadelphia. Expressing bis regret at being obliged to r - 
buke an officer of Dr. Fitzsimons’ acknowledged merits a d 
standing in the service, the Secretary‘says ; “The indecorcus 
violent sand profane language of Passed Asst. Surg. Pitz .- 
mons, and bis threatening gestures on this occasion, was UD~- 
provoked. They were applied to a brother oflicer whose 
hands were tied by the laws of the Navy, and who could

neither resent the affront put upon bim, nor even reply to it. 
It was neither just nor generous under the circumstances thus 
to take advantage of his own rank at the expense of an ia- 
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ferior. Some atonement was made by Passed Asst. Surgeon 
Fitzsimons by an apology for his offence when bis blood 
had time to cool. This, however, was after he was told that 
the matter would be reported to the Department.”

Sir : It atfords me a great deal of pleasure to report to the 
Department the gallant conduct of Cadet Midshipman J. B. 
Bernadon, U. 8. Navy, and Robert Sweeney, ordinary sea- 
man, in saving the life of E. M. Christoverson, a seaman on 
board this vessel. About 5 o’clock p. mu. on Oct. 26, this ves- 
sel being at anchor in Hampton Roads, a strong tide running 
and considerable sea, Christoverson fell overboard from the 
lower boom jacob’s ladder. He could not swim and almost 
immediately commenced going under. Sweeney, without a 
moment's hesitation, jumped overboard to his assistance. 
Christoverson, iu his struggles, carried Sweeney down with 
him, the latter, breaking away from the drowning man, re- 
turned to the rescue, and was again carried uader_ by Chris- 
toverson. Cadet Midshipman Bernadon then sprang over- 
board to Sweeney’s assistance, and, a line having been thrown 
to them, they succeeded in getting Christoverson on board. 
It was a brave, plucky act on the part of Cadet Midshipman 
Bernadon and Ordinary Seaman Sweeney, and to their bravy- 
ery and prompt action we owe the life of one of our crew.

G. O. No. 275, Navy Department, publishes “the opinion of 
the Attorney General reconsidering a previous decision as to 
the claim of Passed Assistant Paymaster Jonathan *Q. Bar- 
ton, U. 8. Navy, for advancemeut on the list of officers of 
the pay corps under the provisions of section 1412, BR. 8. 





The Attorney General cites the opinions already given as to 
the meaning of this statute, and says: These several opini- 
ons are in entire agreement upon the question raised in your 
communication to me. They declare that the provision 
in question was designed to give the transferred officer the 
free benefit of their former sea service, in so far as it might 
go to complete the period of such service required in their 
respective grades previous to examination for promotion, and 
in so far as it ought properly to be taken into account in the 
matter of assignment to duty, and that it conferred no ad- 
vantages beyond these. It necessarily follows, as Attorney 
General Devens decided, that a volunteer officer transferred 
to the regular, Navy, is not entitled to hold a commission 
dated as uf the date of his volunteer commission, but that 
he must take his place upon the register according to the 
rank given him by his commission as an officer of the 
regular Navy. In this construction of the provision in ques- 
tion I entirely concur, and I therefore advise you that Mr. 
Barton’s claim of a position in the regular pay corps above 
all officers in that corps who entered the regular service af- 
ter June 2, 1864, is invalid and should not be allowed.

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ENSIGNS AS WATCH OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Str: Now that the Navy Regulations are being re- 
vised, I would like to put in a plea for a valuable set of 
young officers, who are obliged to perform the same 
duties as midshipmen and live in the steerage. 

By the present Regulations ensigns are steerage offi- 
cers, except when assigned to duty as watch and divi- 
sional officer, when they become entitled to the war 
room. 

Upon overhauling the Revised Statutes you find 
nothing pertaining to their duties. They are steerage 
officers simply because the Regulations make them so. 

When the present Regulations were issued the average 
age of an ensign was 23 years. To-day his average age 
is 25, an increase of two years. 

If, when an officer has arrived at the age of 25, he is 
not fit to assume 6harge of the deck, it is time that the 
Service was rid of him. I believe that it is for the best 
interests of the Service that its officers should commence 
to assume responsibilities at as early an age as possible, 
and that by keeping men of 25 yearsof age and up- 
wards in subordinate positions where they have no re- 
sponsibilities resting upon them you do a great injustice 
not only to the Service, but aleo to the officer. 

With promotion as slow as it is in our Service, we 
are sure to see, before many years, gray headed lieu- 
tenants of 45 years and upwards, and ensigns of 30 


years. 
As the probabilities are that the Regulations will not 
be revised again for some years to come, this is the time 
to correct the great mistake and injustice that is being 
done by keeping ensigns in such a subordinate position 
as forecastle officers, where their responsibilities amount 
to almost nothing. OBSERVER.

THE NAVAL ADVISORY BOARD. 

On Monday last the Advisory Board completed its 
labors, and the report, proceedings, memoranda, etc., 
have been submitted to the Secretary of the Navy for 
his examination. Owing to the absence of Mr. Hunt 
from Washingtonon a tour of inspection of the Northern 
yards, no part of the report has as yet been made pub- 
lic, nor can it be until it has been examined by the 
Secretury. 

From time to time, however, as the work of the 
board has progressed, small straws of information have 
drifted out uncer the closed doors, which serve tc 
show which way the wiud blows. For example, it was 
knowninJuly that the board had first overhauled the pre. 
sent condition of the ships on the Navy_list, to see what 
material could be found on which a new Navy could be 
based. It is known that the result of this examination 
showed that out of ail the vessels on the Navy list only 
about 30 could be depended upon to perform the most 
ordinary duties of squadron service in time of peace for 
the next ten years, and that even these were unsatisfac- 
tory. Itis known that the board decided that almost 
double the number of u»armored cruisers alone was 
absolutely necessary for the present peace service, and 
it is surmised that on such a basis they will recom- 
mend the building of about 35 or 40 new ships. Some 
jourvals have confidently reported that the cruising 
vessels recommended were: 2 ships having a speed of 
15 knots per hour and adisplacement of over 5,500 tons; 
6 of a speed of 14 knots and a displacement of about 
4,500 tons; 10 of a speed of 13 knots and displacement 
of about 3,000 tons, and 20 of a speed of 10 knots and 
displacement of about 800 tons. 

Assuming these reports to be near the truth, it is evi- 
dent that the board; in settling upon the new vessels, 
considered that the size of the shipshould be measured by 
speed requirements, and that the division into different 
speeds should be governel by economical views. That 
is, that assuming that Congress would only allow a 
limited amount of money to be given for the develop- 
ment of the service, it must be divided so as to give 
the most effective result.

It 
would seem, and certainly is to be hoped, that the board

measure of the capability of a ship. If the speed 
adopted by them is an ‘‘ average sea speed,” or in effect 
such an average as one of these vessels would make for 
a year if she were running regular trips between New 
York and Liverpool then the board is to be congratu- 
lated on making a new and wise departure from the or- 
dinary and fallacious method, and these ships will sa- 
tisfy the wishes of the most exorbitant in that respect. 
The 15 knot vessel becomes a 17 knot ene according to 
customary nomenclature, the 14 knot a 16 knot one, 
the 184815, and the small gunboat rises to 11 or 114 
knots, which is equal if not superior to‘anything in the 
world. 

As to the fighting power of these vessels, it can be 
positively stated that the very latest type of long steel 
breech-loaders has been recommended, and that these 
ships will have a more perfect all-round fire than any in 
the world. It is rumored that this desideratum has been 
attained, while what are known as pivot-guns have been 
abolished. Guns are to be fought where they stand, 
with no necessity for transporting them across decks, 
or from port to port. These guns are also protected 
from machine-gun fire, even on open decks. Just how 
this feat is accomplished is as yet a State secret, but if 
it has been done the Board is certainly to be congratu- 
lated. 

Rumor has it that these vessels not only will have a 
coal-carrying capacity superior to foreign vessels, but 
that, in addition, they will possess full sail-power. Sit. 
uated as we are, with no outlying coaling stations, and 
being obliged to cruise for protracted periods, both these 
qualities are absolutely necessary. Since, however, one 
can Only be developed at the expense of the other, the 
satisfactory mean has, doubtless, been difficult to de. 
termine, more especially since in peace sail-power is 
most important, and in war steam-power. 

It seems to be quite certain that the Board will recom- 
mend that these ships be built of steel, this being con- 
sidered essential to secure speed, battery, suil-power 
and coal-capacity fully developed, for the weight of the 
hull must be reduced to the lowest limit. This, it is ex. 
pected, will not only secure more effective war ships, 
5ut will give an impetus to steel ship-building through- 
out the country. Five years ago a steel vessel was a 


rarity. During the past year fully one-quarter of the 
merchant vessels built in England were all steel. Next 
year the percentage will rise to fully one-half. The 


new, large, fast mail-packets are all of steel, with one 
exception—the City of Rome, which was built of iron, 
because steel could not be furnished fast enough. 

One subject alone has positively resisted all attempts 
at the acquirement of information. To the oft-repeated 
question of ‘‘ How About Iron-clads ?” the only answer 
has been, ‘‘ Cannot say.” 

We have pondered ove: this answer, and have about 
concluded that the only reason for giving no informa. 
tion was that there was none to give. Taking into ac- 
count the limited time, the more limited money basis, 
the order that the Board should recommend only vessels 
necessary for present needs, the lack of proper ordnance 
for arming iron-clads, the hesitation in Europe about 
the next step to be taken in armored progress, and a 
dozen other considerations, the Board certainly is ex- 
cusable if it has made no positive recommendations on 
the subject. Iu fact, where there is such a weight of 
public opinion, especially in Congress, that our country 
does not need them, perhaps it has been thought wise by 
the Board to confine itself to general recommendations 
in this respect, taking the money that would produce 
but indifferent iron-clads and devoting it tu more press_ 
ing necessities. 

It is pretty certain that some type of rams has been 
recommended, since it is known that Ad-airal Ammen’s 
ram, the Polyphemus, and other similar vessels have 
been carefully examined. It is known that the de- 
fence of the country, however, is not left to that speciet 
of marine weapon; for letters were sent frum the 
Board some time ago asking for specifications and 
estimates of a cruising torpedo-vessel capable of steam- 
ing 24 statute miles per hour. The Board is certainly 
flying the speed kite pretty high in this case. If such 
vessels are to be recommended, and it must be that they 
are or the Board would not have asked for estimates, 
then it would follow that torpedo launches like the 
Herreshoff or Yarrow boats, must have been included, 
especially as they are considered of vital importance ia 
Europe. 

It was at one time rumored that a type of torpedo- 
gunboats was to be recommended, not unjike the Alarm, 
tbat should serve as areinforcement to the rams. If 
such is the case it is by no means a bad idea. An iron- 
clad would certainly be in no very comfortable position 
with a ram butting on one side, a big gun hammering 
on the other, and two or three 21 knot torpedo cruisers 
rushing in ahead and astern. Finally it seems to be 
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the general opinion that the Board estimate is inside of 
thirty millions of dollars, all iocluded. 

These are the straws, and when bunched together we 
may quote the old Italian proverb as to the result, s 
non ¢ vero e ben trovato, Next week we hope to give 
our readers the full report, or if this be impossible, at 
least a thorough summary of it. Judging by the 
straws, our former advice, that the Navy should uni'e 
to support the Board, seems almost superflous. Still 
the caution is maintained. Now is the opportunity to 
get a good thorough going Navy. Let no one throw a 
single obstacle in. the way. 








GENERAL SHERMAN’S REPORT. 

THE annnal report of the General of the Army reite- 
rates two points which he urged in his last report, 
nwmely, the necessity uf increasing the present maxi- 
mum of enlisted men, in order to get fuller companies, 
and hence more effective service, and the advisability 
of selling some of the obsolete forts and posts, in order 
to save the expense of garrisoning them. In the former 
recommendation he is supported by the experience of 
all our officers, from Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan down. 

The subject, however, which is likely to attract most 
attention within the Army is the vigorous assault which 
Gen. Sherman makes on the late Board of Visitors at 
the Military Academy, in respect to the advisability of 
having a general officer as superintendent. Gen. Sher- 
man, as will be seen, argues very strongly that tbe 
Military Academy should not be made an engineer 
school, but a school for infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
as well. He pushes the argument so far as to declare 
that in war the engineers naturally take to parapeis, 
while the infantry, cavalry, and artillery go in and do 
the fighting. This, doubtless, is perfectly true, in the 
sense which Gen. Sherman means tu convey. But, of 
course, he understands as well as any one that in cer- 
tain portions of military operations the knowledge and 
skill of engineers come in very handily. He also, no 
doubt, knows as well as any oue that the infantry, cav- 
alry, and artillery of our Union Army were, to a very 
remarkab.e extent, led on the battletield by engineer 
Officers. Besides, there is no question of fighting at the 
Military Academy, but of learning the military art; 
and the best method of conducting it is to regard it as a 
schvol. We do not think that our graduates have ever 
shown any lack of stomach for fighting merely because 
they were faithful and intelligent stu@ents. Above all, 
we think that the engineer guidance of the school is 
good enough when it turns out, as it did, such soldiers 
as U. S. Grant, W. T. Sherman, and P. H. Sheridan. 

Gen. Sherman’s recommendation that the Army be 
increased so as to provide, outside of the combatant 
force, for the various detachments, clerks, etc., engaged 
upon non-combatant duty, should receive not only 
attention but favorable action. These detachments, 
etc., are a necessity, but they should not be maintained 
at the expense of the fighting strength. 

His views on the subject of soldiers acting as servants 
to officers are equally sound. The recommendation 
for the establishment of what is termed in the British 
Royal Artillery the ‘‘ Coast Brigade” should meet with 
universal approval. It not only provides for our vete- 
rans when incapacitated for active service, though fully 
capable of the duties required at ungarrisoned forts, but 
it furnishes a means of adequate protection for the 
large amount of Government property now left in in- 
sutlicient care, involving in course of time the loss of 
thousands of dollars. 

In concluding his report Gen. Sherman pays a high 
tribute to the officers and enlisted men of the Army of 
to-day, and in that tribute we beg most heartily to join. 


Ox Monday next, the 14th of November, Rear Ad.

THE NEVADA TROPHY. 

Tue reports of competitive firing for the Nevada 
Badge, under the provisions of General Orders No. 45 
of May 11, 1881, from the Headquarters of the Army, 
are now due in Washington, but owing to the long dis- 
tance some of them have to come but few have as yet 
been received. We trust, however, by next week to be 
able to lay before our readers an account of the results 
of the several competitions, also pussibly the General 
Order announcing the company to which will be given 
the trophy. 

A correspondent at Plattsburg Barracks, an enthusi- 
astic rifleman, states his conviction that Battery K, of 
the 8d U. S. Art., Capt. Lewis Smith, will secure the 
prize, the battery having made at 400 yards the high 
average percentage of 92.2, with 80.5 per cent. of the 
average strength of the battery taking part ia the com- 
vetition, 31 firing, the total of ten shots each man being 
2,858. At Willet’s Point the Engineer Battalion has 
also made a good record, 90.75, we believe, being the 
percentage. 

Capt. H. G. Litchfield, 2d Artillery, ou special duty 
Rifle Firing, with Gen. Hancock, reports that the re- 
sult of a critical examination of the monthly reports 
of best target firing (from 30) of each company of 
Gen. Hancock’s command, showed that the highest score 
at 400 yards was made by Capt. Lewis Smith’s Battery 
K, 8d Artillery, Plattsburg Barracks, N. Y. ‘‘ But three 
companies inthe Department of the East had these 
competitions, 400 yard ranges not being available in 
other than exceptional cases. Battery H (Haskin’s), 
ist Artillery, one of these, reports an average percent- 
age of 81, The other, F, 3d Artillery (Lancaster’s), 
made 85.9 per cent., but these scores were made under 
the rules laid down by G. O. 43, C. 8. from Head- 
quarters of the Army, and when it was found that this 
order was not to goveru, of course the scores were un- 
available. Capt. Lancaster found it impracticable to 
have a new competition. The excellence in marks- 
manship shown by Battery K, 3d Artillery, is only 
another practical illustration of what can be accom- 
plished by a command when the officers, from Post 
Commander down, are determined to excel. Asa rule 
every man in the battery has fired his forty shots every 
month in the year, winter or summer, at every pre- 
scribed range for which he was qualified.” 

In Battery M, 5th Artillery, Department of the 
South, 25 men, or 80.65 per cent. of the average ag- 
gregate strength, fired with a total per cent. for the 
battery of 70.56. Lieut.-Col. John Hamilton, 5th Ar- 
tillery, reports that this was the only battery at the post 
able to compete for the Nevada Trophy. 

Co. A, 7th Infantry, shows a total score of 29.58, 
and a per centage of 73.95. Total number of men 
firing 40. Average aggregate strength of company for 
the month 49. Percentage of those firing to average 
strength, 81.63. This is the compary in the Department 
(Dakota) having the highest score at 400 yards during 
the preceding year.” 








Tue Board of Engineers, consisting of Passed Assis- 
tant Engineers Wm. L. Bailie, Richard Inch, and 
W. L. Moore, on the cooling apparatus used at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion during the illness of President Garfield, 
in their report, to which we referred last week, say : 
‘*Our operations at the Executive Mansion have proved 
that it is possible to place the dew points or relative 
humidity of definite quantities of air at a desired point, 
and thereisno reason why thishygrometric condition may 
not be maintained with as much certainty as the amount 
and temperature of air supplied for proper ventilation 
and warmiog. This-field of study presents great oppor- 
tunities for effecting a better condition of the atmos- 
phere of our rooms, and our personal comforts and 
health may be improved in proportion to our careful 
observation of the hygrometric condition of air in which 
we live. Hospitals and public buildings ought to be 
especially protected from the evil results attending a 
vitiated condition of the air, and we can see no reason 
why their atmosphere may not be made comfortable 
and healthful at all seasons and under all conditions of 
the outside air.” 

By the arrangements adopted after experiments, the 
temperature in the President’s room was kept at the de- 
sired point during the extremely hot weather which 
prevailed on Aug. 13 and 14. 

The outside temperature during the special trial aver- 
aged 84.9 degrees Fab., and running the engine at an 
average of 102 revolutions per minute and forcing 


22,799 cubic feet of air into the room per hour resulted of radii extending as far as two diameters, forming a 


in the reduction of the temperature of the room 5.4 
degrees Fah., and this with one window and door open 
and a Southern breeze blowing. Although this was in 
a measure disappointing, so far as the reduction of tem- 
perature was concerned, yet the character of the air was 
so greatly changed by the relative humidity of the air 
that it was agreeable, and could not have been reduced 
to a lower degree with impunity. The relative humid- 
ity of the air outside averaged 60, and tiat of the air in 
the President’s room, after passing through the cooling 
apparatus, averaged 54.3. This shows conclusively that 
the air of the room gave up a part of its moisture to 
supply the lossuf the moisture to the air entering 
through the cooling apparatus. 

During the twenty-four hours’ run 8,734 pounds of 
ice were melted, or 436.7 pounds per hour. This at $5 
per ton, or one quarter of a cent per pound would be 
$1.4 per hour, or this was the cost necessary to supply 
22,799 cubic feet of air at 50 degrees Fah. at the regis- 
ter per hour. Had time been offered for experiments, 
or had experience suggested a more economical method 
of cooling the water in the President’s room, much of 
the waste of cooling material might have been avoided. 








Our announcement last week of the illness of Lieut.- 
Comdr. Arthur H. Wright, U. 8. N., at Key West, 
Fla., down with the yellow fever, was closely followed 
by his death, which took place Saturday, Nov. 5. The 
deceased officer stood high in his profession, and was 
universally esteemed and respected. He was a native 
of Ohio, entered the Nuval Academy from that State in 
1860, and was graduated in 1863, and was assigned to 
the steamer Richmond, Western gunboat squadron. He 
was on duty with his vessel in the battle of Mobile Bay, 
on Aug. 5, 1864. He was next transferred to the 
steamer Milwaukee, and was on board that vessel when 
it was destroyed by a torpedo. He was then assigned 
to the Osage, which was likewise blown up by a tor. 
pedo. He was then ordered to the steamer Cincinnati, 
where he remained until 1865, when he was transferred 
to the steam sloop Ticonderoga, of the European squa- 
dron, where he remained until 1868. He was promoted 
master during this cruise, Nov. 10, 1866, and received 
his commission as lieutenant Feb. 21, 1867. Leaving 
the Ticonderoga in 1868, he passed one year on the re- 
ceiving ship Portsmouth, when he was transferred to 
the receiving ship New York. He was promoted to the 
rank of lieutepant-commander March 12, 1868. In 
1870 he was on duty at the Naval Academy, and during 
the ensuing three years was attached to the Narragan- 
sett, North Pacific fleet. He was assigned to the 
Michigan in 1873 and to the Swatara in 1874. In De- 
cember, 1876, he was assigned to the command of the 
Michigan. In 1880 he was assigned to duty as Light- 
house Inspector at Key West, Fla., where he died. He 
wouid have been promoted, had he have lived, toa 
Commander in the Navy from Nov. 15, 1881, to fill 
vacancy caused by the retirement of Rear-Admiral C. 
R. P. Rodgers.

“The Equipment of Field Artillery,” by Capt. Jocelyn, 
R. A., and a reprint of Capt. Cundili’s ‘‘ Notes on 
Armor-piercing Projectiles,” read before the Royal 
United Service Institution in June, 1880. Lieut. Za- 
linski’s paper on the windage of small arms projectiles 
is timely, and his experiments, pursued at Springfield 
Armory in November and December, 1880, with his de- 
ductions therefrom, should be valuable reading for the 
very many crack shots who are studying rifle practice 
scientifically. Lieut. Lyle’s monograph on “ Files and 
Rasps” is creditable to the industry and mechanical 
cultivation of the writer and his assistant, Master-Ar- 
morer Porter. No. 165, a report on the ‘* Trajectory of 
a Projectile in Vacuo,” by Capt. John E. Greer, is in 
the line of investigation which this intelligent officer has 
previously formulated. 














Tue London Times reports that the Woolwich offi- 
cials having several objections to the employment of steel 
in the making of shells, have now produced a descrip- 
tion of wrought iron, the precise nature of which is a 
secret, but the superiority of which over any material 
yet discovered for the purpose is said to be remarkable. 
It possesses both the essential qualities of hardness and 
toughness in an extraordinary degree—a combination 
which has hitherto been considered impracticable. Ex- 
periments were tried with projectiles with a succession

a result for which the experimenters were scarcely pre- 
pared.

Upon no class of Army officers do changes of stations 
of regiments come with more severe effect, so far at 
least as hard work is concerned, than upon the acting 
quartermasters und acting commissaries of the posts 
concerned. The amount of ‘‘ turning over” to be done 
is incredible, and the incoming official, before ‘‘ taking 
over,” must see for himself that everything is ‘on 
hand,” according to invoice, else there is trouble about 
receipts.

and look terrible, and write perhaps more terribly still. 
If the labors of our post quartermasters and commis- 
saries cannot be lightened, they should at least be ade- 
quately remunerated, and we are glad to see that Gen. 
Meigs has a recommendation on the subject in his an- 
nual report.

Gen. H. C. Wayne sends to the Morning News of 
Savannah, Ga., a letter on the Monroe Doctrine and 
the Panama Canal, in which he holds that the views 
recently expressed by Mr. Blaine on the Panama Canal 
are not practicable even if sound in theory, ‘‘ for the 
reason that Panama is not within the control of the 
United States, but of Great Britain. A glance at the 
Atlantic coast of America will demonstrate this. There 
we see that Great Britain has, at Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
a strong military and naval depot; at the Bermudas, 
south of it, another similar depot; at Jamaica, in the 
Caribbean sea at the entrance to the Gulf of Mexico, 
another, and at the Belize, Honduras, another. Besides 
she holds convenient and strong picket posts at her 
many island possessions, commanding every pass from 
the Atlantic ocean into the Caribbean sea and the Gulf 
of Mexico, and the United States has not one. In con- 
sequence Great Britain holds a complete check on our 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts from the St. Lawrence to the 
Rio Grande by a strong cordon of military and naval 
posts, shatting in our ports whatever fleets we may 
have, weak as they are, and threatening our sea coast 
defences. Now, way down south of this cordon, in 
latitude 80-10 degrees, will be the canal, already com- 
pletely under the control of Great Britain, whose men. 
of-war possess the ocean ; and unless we create a Navy 
more powerful than that of Great Britain (that can 
break through her naval command of our coasts, and 
steam down to the rescue of the Panama isthmus) 
always to remain under the guns of the British navy. 
We might almost as sensibly talk of protecting the 
neutrality of the Cape of Good Hope as any canal 
through the American isthmus.” 


Tue Popular Science Monthly for November, which 
we recently refcrred to as containing an article by 
Lieut. F. Winslow, U.S. N., on ‘‘American Oyster 
Beds,” also has, amongst other valuable papers, one by 
Sir William Thomson on ‘‘ The Wind as a Motive 


Power,” in the course of which he says : 

When we look st the register of British shipping and see 
40,000 vessels, of which about 10,000 are steamers and 30,000 
sailing-ships, and when we think how vast an absolute 
amount of horse-power is developed by the engines of those 
steamers, and how considerable a proportion it forms of the 
whole horse-power taken from coal annually in the whole 
world at the present time, and wben we consider the sailing- 
ships of other nations, which must be reckoned in the ac- 
count, and throw in the little item of wirdmills, we find that, 
even in the present day of steam ascendency, old-fashioned 
wind still supplies a large part of all the energy used by man. 
The subterranean coal-stores of the world are becoming ex- 
hausted surely, and not slowly, and the price of coal 1s up- 
ward bound-—upward bound on the whole, though no doubt 
it will have its ups and downs in the future as it has had in 
the past, and as must be the case in respect to every market- 
able commodity. When the coal is all burned, or long be- 
fore it is all burned, when there is so little of it left, and the 
coal-mines from which that little is to be excavated are so 
distant and deep and hot that its price to the consumer is 
greatly higher than at present, it is most probable that wind- 
mills or wind-motors in some form will again be in the 
acendaut, and that wind will do man’s mechanical work, on 
land at least, in proportion comparable to its present doing 
of work at sea, 

8o it will be seen that the time feared by Navy offi 
cers of the old school, when the best sailor will be a 
stoker, may never come at all. There is still to be an 
ait of navigation, which takes the wind into account, 
and, according to Sir Wm. Thomson, this art is not 
going to diminish in importance. But before the coal.- 
beds give out, will not some new motor drive ships— 
will not a part of our American tars be required to be 


accomplished electricians ? 








Someruine of a tempest in a teapot was recently 
created at Annapolis by the orders of the Naval author- 
ities to exclude from the Academy grounds, during the 
visit of our French and German guests, all but the “‘ bet- 
ter class of citizens.” This condemned the unlucky sen- 
try to grapple with the most perplexing problem that 
can disturb a free country—who are our best citizens ? 


His state of mind when he was relieved can easily be 
imagined, and the murmurs of discontent throughout 
all Annapolis at his decisions are not yet stilled. The 
problem with which he was left to deal, single handed, 
might possibly be referred to the Naval Advisory Board 
for a supplementary report. 





CuHaPLAIN George G. Muuuiys, U. 8. A., has sub- 
mitted to the War Department his annual report on the 
subject of education in the Army. We learn that 
up to date there have been built at the various mili- 
tary posts fifty-two chapels, schools, and reading 
rooms, at a total cost of $60,751, and that reading mat- 
ter has been furnished to the reading rooms of all the 
military posts on the basis of $22 worth per annum for 
each company at a post. The interest in Army educa- 
tion amongst those for whose benefit it is afforded is 
stated to ve on the increase, which we are fully able to 
verify from personal observation and our correspon- 
dence. Chaplain Mullins is heart and soul in the work, 





and possesses the faculty ‘‘to wait and hope” vrhich is 
so essential in connection with a system of educational 
training. That his efforts will be entirely successful 
we may all hope; that they have been reasonably suc- 
cessful we all know.

competent men for this work to be found anywhere, in 
or out of the military service. 








Tue arrival of H. M. S. Jnflexvidle in the Mediterra- 
nean was cabled some days since. It is yet too early to 
furnish the interesting narrative of the great ship’s for- 
tunes and behavior en voyage, our latest English files 
referring only to her departure from Plymouth, for 
Gibraltar, at daylight of Oct. 27. From Portland to 
Plymouth the Jnflevible made an excellent run, both 
ship and engines working satisfactorily. Her speed the 
entire way, upon 50 lbs. of steam (full pressure 60 
Ibs.), was 12 knots. Outside Plymouth—a heavy sea 
on—the base of the turrets was occasionally washed. 
The device of the late Mr. Froude of a balance cham- 
ber holding 70 tons of free water, as a check to rolling, 
was found effective. 








We understand that President Arthur will call the 
attention of Congress in his message to the immediate 
necessity of providing for the defences of the harbors. 
It is a matter which concerns the whole country, and 
we trust that Congress will act promptly upon his rec- 
ommendations and vote an appropriation for the pur- 
pose. To manufacture the necessary guns, with the 
present facilities of the country, years would be re- 
quired. There should be no delay in beginning the 
work of thoroughly arming the forts, and the vessels of 
our Navy, with powerful ordnance, in place of the obso- 
lete armament now mounted. 

WE can congratulate Messrs. Charles Scribner’s Sons 
on the good start they make with their important pro- 
ject of the ‘“‘Campaigns of the Civil War,” in issuing 
the firsttwo volumes. These are ‘‘The Outbreak of 
Rebellion,” by John G. Nicolay, private Secretary of 
President Lincoln, and ‘‘ From Fort Henry to Corinth,” 
by Gen. M. F. Force. Mr. Nicolay gives a clear, well. 
written review of the origin and early stages of the war, 
presenting an exceedingly instructive general view of 
the events of 1861, and carrying the military record. 











through Bull Run. Gen. Force’s book is a very able, 


inipartial and thorough account of the opening cam- 
paigns at the West. The series promisesto be the best 
military history of the war yet attempted. 








We publish this week an order from the War Depart- 
ment relieving Colonel Silas Crispin from duty as presi- 
dent aud member of the Ordnance Board, and as Con- 
structor of Ordnance. He remains in charge of the 
Ordnance Agency, New York City. 








WE may congratulate the Navy, and particularly the 
members of the Jeannette Relief Board, of which Rear- 
Admiral John Rodgers is the head, on the measure c¢ 
success that has attended their expedition during its 
first season. The explorations of the Rodgers in and 
around what may henceforth be called not Wrangel Land 
but Wrangel Island, are of a high degree of importance, 
and are quite as extensive as has often been accom- 
plished in the entire course of expeditions absent for 
years. The Revenue Marine service must also be cone 
gratulated for the splendid achievement of the Corwin, 
all the more remarkable from the fact that a quest so 
adventurous had not been expected from it. 








IxForMATION has been received at Tucson of a fight 
between the hostile Apaches and U. S. cavalry, in 
Apache county, in which four bucks were killed and 
three women aud children were captured. The Apaches 
were scattered towards the San Carlos Agency. 








Apropos of the gun question we feel at liberty to 
quote as follows from a personal letter on the subject : 
‘*T think it is the opinion of most ordnance officers that 
the corps has reason to thank the Journa. that, 
in connection with the first public announcement 
of the failures at Sandy Hook, it was not only 
just enough to recognize the existence of an ‘or- 
position’ in the department, but to present the views 
thereof with general fairness and accuracy. We 
must bear our share of responsibility for a peculiarly 
discreditable failure, but should be allowed at least the

BEPORT OF THE GENERAL OF THE ARMY. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, }

Hon, Robert 1, Lincoln, Secretary of War: ; 

Sim: I now have the honor to submit to you the following 
annual reports : 

lst. Of Adjt.-Gen. Drum, including tables which exbibit 
in great detail the organization of the Army according to 
existing laws; of the sctual strength of organizations and 
distribution of troops; and statements of enlistments, 
casualties, recruitment. number of trials, etc., with com- 
= and recommendations of which I will treat in due 
order. 

Of Inepector-General Sacket, giving results of the ac- 
tual inspections of the various posts; of money accounts, 
property returns, and everything which contributes to the 
efficiency of the military establishment, with certain recom-

er. 

I also transmit herewith the very full and exhaustive re- 
ports of allthe commanding generals of divisions and de- 
partments, which record the changes made since their last 
annual reports, with a narrative of events which are most 
ueeful to the parties in interest and to the future historian. 
[These are enumerated by Gen. Sherman. ] 

I also submit herewith the reports of Brig.-Gen. O. O. 
Howard, Dept. of West Point, and of Colonel and Brevet 
Major-Gen. Getty, commanding Artillery School at Fort 
Monroe, Va. 

All these are so full and interesting that I am sure they 
will receive your careful perusal. For a short time, viz., 
from January 31, 1881, to May 9, 1881, a Military Division 
«of the Gulf” was constituted by President Hayes, embra- 
cing Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas and the Indian Territory, 
with Major Gen. Schofield in command ; but as this division 
was found to fulfil no useful military end, it was discontinued 
by President Gartield, leaving boundaries as they existed be- 
fore. These boundaries generally conform to political lines, 
and are the result of long experience, clearly limiting and de- 
fining the authority and consequent responsibility of each 
commanding general. 

Whilst the troops have been kept very busy during the past 
year, no serious Indian or other war has occurred, but great 

has been made in collecting and locating Indians 
itherto hostile on their proper reservations. Sitting Bull 
and his adherents. who had fled into British territory, are 
now held at Fort Randall, Dakota, as prisoners of war, and 
the Utes have been moved to a new reservation in Utah, as 
fully described in the reports of Gens. Terry and Sheridan. 
The sudden outbieak of a part of the Apaches in Arizona is 
explained in the reports of Gens. Willcex and McDowell. Ia 
the latter case it was found n to re-enforce fora 
short time the usual garrisons in Arizona by a strong de- 
tachment from New Mexico, under Col Mackenzi2, of the 4th 
Cavalry. The guilty Apaches are now held as prisoners for 
trial. Some have escaped into Mexico, whilst the greater 
part of the tribe remains on their reservation at San Car'os, 
under their proper civil agent. I will append to Gen. Mc- 
Dowelli’s report copies of all papers necessary to illustrate this 
event. 

All these annual reports, with justice, dwell on the fact 
that our companies are too small for efticient discipline and 
for economical service. There are in the Army 430 compa- 
nies, which are necessarily widely scattered over our vast do- 
main, to guard vy ae Page prevent as far as foresight can, 
complications and troubles of every variety and kind—at one 
time protecting the sett’ers against Indians, and again In- 
dians against the settlers. When these occur, it is always 
sadden, and reinforcements have to be hurried forward from 
great distances and always at heavy cost for transportation 
of men, horses, wagons, and supplies. This co-t in the ag- 
gregate will, in my judgment be more than sufficient to sup- 
ply an increase of 20 per cent. of private soldiers—all that I 
would ask for at this time, because I believe this increase will 
add little, if any, to the annual cost of the Army and yet give 
great relief to our overtaxed soldiers. In the last 10 years 
our frontiers have so extended under the protection of our 
small Army as to add at least a thousand million of dollars 
to the taxable wealth of the Nation ; has enabled emigrants 
to settle up remote parts of the country, and is a principal 
cause of the great prosperity which is felt throughout all 
parts of the country. When the national Treasury was poor 
and loaded with debt, the Army endeavored gracefully to 
submit to overwork, but they now appeal for relief, and I do 
most earnestly ask the honorable Secretary of War to apply 
to Congress to repeal that clause of existing law which limits 
the enlisted force of the Army to 25,000 men, and to enact 
that each and every company in the Army may be enlisted to 
at least 50 privates, making 62 enlisted men and 3 officers to 
each of the 430 companies, thus increasing the Army proper 
to 26,660 enlisted men, which number, in practice will pro- 
bably never exceed 25,000. This should form the combatant 
force, and as experience and universal practice have demon- 
strated the necessity for another or non-combatant force, I 
further urge that special provision be made by law for each 
of the followiug separate and distinct purposes, viz. :

Which number, added to the 26,660 before explained, will 
meake a total enlisted force of every nature and kind, of 
30 449. 

By section 1115, Ravised Statutes, the number of enlisted 
men of all arms of service is limited to 39,000, but for some 
years, in appropriation bills, the number has been farther 
restricted to 25,000, which, in my judgment, bas resulted in 


no real economy, and has imposed on the private soldiers of 
the Army too much manual labor and an uodue proportion 
of risk to life and health. 

In this connection I submit a statement of the actual 
strength of the enlisted men in the Regular Army, compiled 
from returns received at the Adjutant General's office up to 
October 15, 1881, as follows :

There are 120 companies of cavalry, 60 of artillery, and 250 
of infantry. By dividing the total force of each arm of ser- 
vice ty the number of companies, we have the average 
strength of company—for cavalry, 58 enlisted men ; for ar- 
tillery, 40 enlisted men ; for iufantry, 41 enlisted men. These 
numbers embrace 12 non-commissioned officers and musi- 
cians, leaving only 46, 28, aud 29 privates, respectively— 
numbers so small that the companies are almost ridiculous, 
compelliog commanding officers to group two, and even four, 
companies together to perform the work of one. I also in- 
vite attention to the ab-urdity of styling, in orders, the com- 
panies of foot artillery armed with muskets, and without 
guns, * batteries.” They are not batteries in any intelligent 
sense. The same as to **troop” for cavalry. All should be 
styled what they are in fact, ‘companies.’ Nearly every 
General officer commanding troops on the frontier asks in 
his annual report for a larger iacrease than [ have herein 
indicated, but this may be better accomplished by giving to 
the President the right to increase, at his discretion, the 
companies most exposed to danger to any number of pri- 
vates not exceeding 100, limited always in practice by the 
actual appropriations of money rather than by a fixed num- 
ber of men. 
In the report of I stor Gencral Sacket you will find 
two poiuts worthy of notice. He represents that his corps of 
officers is now limited to five, which is too small a number 
for the important duties which devolve on them. The In- 
spector General must necessarily be stationed in Washing- 
ton, and should have at least one competent assistant witb 
him. Then there are now, and probably always will be, 
three geographical divisions and nine departmeuts, each of 
which ought to have an inspector general. This would ne- 
cessitate fourteen officers in all—an increase in this corps of 
nine majors, each of whom should have the right to employ 
one clerk, with the same compensation which is now allowed 
to paymasters’ clerks. I cordially unite with Gen. Sacket in 
this recommendation, and further, that the President be al- 
lowed to select these fron the majors and captains of the 
line. This is the ouly increase of commissioned officers 
asked for ia the whole Army, and would, in fact, ouly be an 
increase of the same number of lieutenants needed to fill the 
vacancies occasioned by the promotion of the nine majors. 
The second recommendation is in regard to officers’ 
servants. I myself, have seen occasions when no officer 
could afford to hire a servant, because a servant's wages ex- 
ceeded the officer's pay ; and as a rule the Government com- 
pels its officers to live in remote places, where no servant 
will go, of his own free will, for any wages. It is simply im- 
possible for an officer to hire a servant at a hundred places 
where troops must necessarily be; and on one occasion, two 
years ago, in westeru Montana, I had an escort of a com- 
pany of cavalry, where, as soon as we reached the camp, the 
captam and lieutevants had to pull off their coats, gather 
wood and water, cook their own meals, and groom their own 
horses. I honor labor as much as any man, and never was 
ashamed to cook my own meal or saddle my own horse ; but 
no officer can habitually do this work and properly supervise 
his company and command. No soldier should ever be 
compelled to do menial labor without compensation, or with- 
out bis own consent ; but if a soldier is willing to cook and 
wash for his captain, and to groom his horse for py, there 
is no reason woy he should be forbidden to do it, and I 
recommend that the law be repealed or modified, so as to 
read : 
** See, 1232. No officer shall use an enlisted man as a ser- 
vant, in any case whatever, without proper compensation, or 
without his own consent and that of his commanding 
officer.” 
With this modification no wrong is possible to any soldier, 
and the officer will not be compelled, as now, to do menial 
service or violate the law. 
There 13 a subject of great importance needing Congres- 
aionai action, which has hitherto been discussed and will bear 
repetition. In the early days of the Republic nearly every 
city and harbor on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts, as well as 
on the lakes, wanted a fort for protection against public 
euemies. ‘These were built and still remain the property of 
the United States, and the Army is charged, in one way and 
another, with their care and preservation. Very many of 
them are now absolutely of; no use, present or pro- 
spective, and should be disposed of. I[ will not mention 
names, bevause of local feeling. Every such city or town, 
from Maine to Texas and from Duluth to Lake George, hasa 
local pride in its fort and garrisoo, and if in times past such 
a fort was built by the United States, any attempt to with- 
draw the garrison or remove the flag is met by local opposi- 
tion, often im: ible to overcome. I recommend that you 
apply to Congress for authority to submit the whole question 
of coast defence to a board of high officers of all arms of 
service, who shall report to the Secre of War what coast 
forts shall be maintained, what sites shall be retained for 
future use, and what may be absolutely sold ; and, further, 
that authority be the President to sell the same, 
subject to any which ae may impose. 

In like manner inland, a great number of military posts and 

ha reserved from the public domain 














or have beon purchased, which, by the progress of settle- 
ment, have become obsolete ; yet they need a military guard 
for protection, These are worse than useless, because they 
absorb a large fraction of the small Army which ought to be 
free for action. For these I would recommend a similar but 
distinct board to make a thorough study of the whole prob- 
lem of internal defence, with similar authority to sell and 
dispose of all posts except such as are deemed necessary 
for permanent occupation and future use, If the funds 
arising from these sales could be appropriated for the por- 
manent sites, Iam sure great economy would result to the 
Treasury, and durable barracks and quarters could be built 
in place of the temporary shelters, which, from wear and tear, 
have proven the worst possible for economy. This is 
nothing more than what is occurring all over the United States, 
where the old log cabias are giving place wo the more lasting 
brick houses of the farmer and mechanic. I am further 
of opinion that section 1136 of the Revised Statutes, forbid- 
ding the erection of permanent buildinzs, except by special 


authority of Congress, should be wholly repealed. ‘Tbe time 
for temporary shanties has passed away, and no building 
should henceforth be erected at any of the pecmneut forts 


aod inilitary establishments, except of stone or brick. This 
would be true economy, whereas wooden bui'dings with tim- 
ber foundations and shingle roofs are in the end the most 
costly. Surely discretion as to the character of such struc- 
tures can safely be reposed in the Secretary of War. 

Beyond question some of the old forts are worth retain- 
ing, because they are finished, aud are so located as to have 
little value for sale to private parties. To preserve these the 
Government may, with propriety, economy, and charity 
utilize the present corps of retired officers, for whom now 
there is no employment whatever. Tuere are also in the 
Army many old soldiers who hive served this Govern- 
ment in war and peace faithfully for twenty-five and more 
years, in the assurauce that they would be provided for in 
their old age. [recommend that the Prosident be autho- 


— | rized to transfer out of this class of enlisted men, who have 


thus served for twenty-five or more years, a number not to 
exceed five hundred, including the ordnance sergeants (now 
one hundred and twelve), and establish a ** Veteran Corps,” 
to be stationed at these old forts, with tbe rank and pay 
they held at the close of their active career of Army service, 
to be subject to the Rules and Articles of War, but only to 
be used tor guarding public property. One or two officers 
of the retired class and half a dozen of these old soldiers 
would compoxe a good garrison for an abandoned post or 
fort. They could hoist the flag, fire the evening gun, pro- 
tect and account for the public property, and do what now 
costs the labor of an organized company. By granting the 
retired officers thus detailed fuel and quarters, we would 
provide homes for worthy veterans, which would be most 
honorable and charitable to them and advantageous to the 
Government. At the close of our civil war we had a similar 
arrangement in what was known as the “ Veteran Reserve 
Corps ;” and in Europe all, or nearly all, the governments 
thus or in some similar way provide for their old and faith- 
ful military servants. 

The Adjutant General cnumerates one hundred and ninety 
distinct m|lutary posts, sixteen arsenals, three recruiting de- 
pots, and one engineer depot. Of these, eighty-four are on 
the Lakes, Atlantic or Gulf coasts; eleven on the Pacific ; 
and the remainlog one hundred and fifteen are “inland.” 
Besides these are many “ military sites,” held by purchase 
long ago, or reserved out of the public domain, which the 
Attorney General holds cannot be sold or abandoned without 
specific authority of Congress. 

In the annual reports of Generals Sheridan, Hancock, and 
McDowell I find all subjects of recent interest so fully dis- 
cussed that I ought not to repeat, but there is one of univer- 
sal interest which I must discuss, ‘* Military education.” 

The whole theory and practice of the Goveramen: of the 
United States has been and continue: t» be that the R-g war 
Army must be small—as small aa possible—and that for 
great occasions we, as a people, must rely on the volunteer 
masses of soldiery. No clas: of men better recognize this 
fact than the Regular Army, and as the science of war is pro- 
gressive, we must keep pace with it, so as to impart to the 
volunteer Militia, on the shortest notice, all that is know. of 
the art and practice of war up to the moment of execution. 
In‘,this sense the whole Regular Army is a school. but the 
bulk of the Army of the U.S. is fully envployed otherwise in the 
daily work imposed upon it, so that Cougress has wisely pro- 
vided that the Army shall lend assistance to military instruc 
tion in thirty of the civil colleges of the land. 

Lach of these is a separate institution. and the thirty ofti- 
cers thus detailed fall absolutely under ths control and au- 
thority of the faculty of the college to which euch is attached. 
My own belief is that, inasmuch as the Government loans 
the services of an officer to cach of these institutions, they 
should be subjected to an inspection by an officer of that 
branch of the military service, whose report tu the Secretary 
of War would enable him to deciije whether this provision of 
law has fultilled its purpose or not. Tuere is now a great 
contest among civil colleges for this privilege, and the bene- 
fit of superimposing the military drill on the cidets of each 
coliege should be inquired into, from time to time, and re- 
ports made, so that the largest results possible may come 
from this investment. 

West Point, however, has been, and must continue to 
be, the fountain source of military educa*ion in time of 
peace. In the past it has fulfilled its destiny well, but 
we can no more restore the condition of facts of General 
Thayer's time than we can turn the dial of time back fifty 
years. You now have the report of the last Board of Visit- 
ors. I herewith submit the report of General O. O. Howard, 
the present Superintendent, aud I beg you to consider them 
both together. Shall West Poiat go back to 1812 and become 
an engineer school, or shall it be a Military Academy for all 
arms of the service ? 

The Board of Visitors substantially recommend ‘that the 
Superintendent of the Military Academy should be a colonel 
of Engineers. The law is, the Superintendent, while serving 
as such, shall have the local rank of colonel of Engiueers. 
Prior to 1866, the selection of Superimtendent was confined 
to the Engineer Corps, but not neces:arily a colonel. A lieu- 
tenant-colonel, major, or captain, could have been selected 
by the President, and when acting as superintendent thelaw 
gave him the local rank and pay of colonel of Eugineers. 
Great difficulty then existed in making a proper selection 
from the few officers eligible, which difficuty is now forgot- 
ten, and President Grant—himseif a graduate, and deeply 
interested in the success of this National Academy—enlarged 
the field of selection so as to embrace the Engineer Corps aad 
allthe Army. Under his admunistration, Colonels Pitcher 
and Ruger, both of the infantry, were appvinted Superiu- 
tendent, and finally Major-General Schofield. The present 
Superintendent, Brigadier-General Howard, was ap ointed 
by ident Hayes. The Engineer ;Corps is in no minner 
excluded from the field of selection ; on the contrary, if the 
President so chooses, he can select an officer of that corps, 
but is not limited to it exclusively, as is argued by the Board 
of Visitors. 

I will concede to the Engineers all they ask, but when 





war comes the Engineer naturally takes to manwuvring and 
to parapets, whereas the Infantry, Oavalry and Artillery must 
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“go in” and do the fighting. It was so in 1812, in 1846 and 
in 1861-5. West Point is intended to make ‘*soldiers,” not 
professional engineers, and the word “soldier” embraces 
everything in war. If the Engineer be a better soldier than | 
the Infantry officer, then Jet him in war aud peace have all 
the honors and emoluments, but our recent experience does | 
not faltil the assertion, The honors of the civil war were | 
net confined to the Engineers, therefore [ trust you will use 
your influence to leave the selection of the head of the Mili- 
tary Academy, as now, from all arms of service. 

Then comes the question of rank for the Superin- 
tendect. Shall he be a colonel or a general? In my 
judgment, it is a question of pay. In 1830, the pay 
of a colonel was suflicieut ; now, it is insufficient. No colonel | 
can to-day be the Superintendent of the Military Academy | 
without absolute distress. Even the pay of a brigadier 1: | 
scauty, and that of a major-general, without outside help, is | 
barely onough. In 1830 few visitors went to West Point; j 
now bundreds go from all parts of the earth, and the Super- 
intendent has forced on him expenses of hospitality that very 
few are aware of. In my opinion, the Superintendent should 
have a salary of $10,000 to maintain himself and family in 
that expeusive place, and, if Congress will decree that sum, 
we can find captains who are qualified, but it would be a cru- 
elty to order any otlicer to occupy the post on a colonel’s pay. 
Again, a ‘‘ general” is common to all services : he is neither 
engineer, Ordnance, quartermaster, artillery, cavalry, or in- 
antry, but he pertaius to all—therefore, I think, the Super- 
intendent should be a general officer. 

Whether West Point should be a depirtment or not is of 
small concern. I thiuk it should be, because the commander 
as such, has the lawful mght to order courts-martial and exe- 
cute their sentences on the spot, not only against Cadets, 
but the soldiers and officers stationed there—a right of great 
value in maintaining the discipline which forms the model 
for the whole Army. [ am perfectly consci ns that the Board 
of Visitors generally look upon modern times as worse than 
in their young days. ‘To restore the ‘‘ good o!d times” has 
been the dream of man from the beginning, but time will 
not stop, and we must accept this truth and do the best we 
can to-day, sure that in due time those who come after us 
will deplore the sad falling off of modern progress, and com- 
pare the degeueracy of the year 1990 with the * good old 
time of 1880.” In my judgment, the Military Academy of 
West Point to-day, as in 1840, fulfils its uses, and can safely 
be trusted to prepare boys to become the soldiers of the fu- 
ture.” 

The Artillery School at Fort Monroe is a specialty peculiar 
tu that arm of the service. lu former years we were content 
with six, twelve, eighteen, twenty-four, and thi:ty-two pound- 
er smcoth-bore brass or iron guns. Now all this is changed ; 
modern use calls for breech-loading steel ritle-guns for field 
service, and monster rifle-caunon of a hundred tons weight, 
with a projectile weighing a ton, impelled by three hundred 
and fifty pounds of powder. To mount and serve these guus 
requires new machiuery, and were the most skillful officer of 
the Mexican war to rise from his grave he would be an iufaut 
in the use of modern artillery. The object of this school is 
to familiarize our young officers with the manipulation and 
use of these modern mousters, as well as to keep up with the 
general progress of military science. 

The Engineer establishment at Willet’s Point, New York, 
is believed tu be an admiravle schol for eugiaeers, and for 
any Otlicers who may be called on to use torpedoes in connec- 
tion with harbor defences, but it does not fall under my 
supervision or adwinistration, and consequently I merely 
mention if as one of the schools of instruction in successful 
operation. 

In like manner the signal school at Fort Myer provides for 
the instruction of eight subalterns each year ia that branch 
of kuowledge ; but, as it takes five years thus to instruct 
oue oificer of each of the forty regiments, practica! instruc- 
tion in all the signalling which is essential to the Army is 
also taught at West Point, at Fort Monroe, and will be at 
Fort Leavenworth, thus embracing the wnole Aray. 

Heretofore the officers of cavalry and infantry have been 
doomed to everlasting service in the very remotest parts of 
what wes known as the ‘* West,” far in advauce of civiliza- 
tiun. No sooner had the settlemeut reached their post, 
which thoy had built of sods or stone, or woud, than they 
had to pull up stakes, move 200 or 300 miles ahvad, till the 
same game was repeated, and so on ad induitum. But now 
this alsu is changed. Kailroads traverse the continent east 
and west in the interest of trade and commerce, and these 
troops are shoved to the rizbt and left to guard tae embryo 
settlements agaiust the Indians or the Indians against thein- 
trusive settlers, and the tume has come when these olticers 
should receive sume consideration and attention. Witb your 
approval, on the 7th of May last, I ordered Fort Leaven 
worth, a post on the Missouri River, occupied since 1819, to 
be got ready for a school of application for the cavalry and 
lnfautry, similar to that at Fort Monroe for the artillery. 
Under the supervision of Gen. Pope the necessary arrange- 
ments are well advanced, and [ feel contident that befure the 
Ist of Junuary, 1882, we wiil bave the plan complete and in 
successful exccution. There will be habitually «a garrison of 
one company of artiliery, four companies of iafantry, and 
four of cavalry, to which will be attached, for instruction, 
ne officer of exch regiment of infantry and of cavalry, for 
4 detwil of two years, These will receive instraction m the 
military art und then rejoin their proper regiments, to be 
sneceeded by a similar detail every two years, so that in time 
the whole Arwy wiil thus be enabled to keep up with tae 
rapid progress in the science uud practice of war. This 
will compiece the system, and [ am certain that no matter 
how sudden war may come on us, we wilt be prepared for 
it, aud the Regular Army will thus be the better enabled to 
lupart to the vast mass of volunteers all the knowledge of 
the art of war wh:ch is possessed by the most skiilfal na- 
tions of the earth. 

In couclusion, I beg to assure you thxt the enlisted 
men and oliicers of the present Army of tbe 
United States, in physique, in intelligence, in patriotic 
devotion to the houor and flag of the couatry, will 
Cxmpare favorably with any simiiar establishment on earth, 
aud with our own Army at uny previous period of our history. 

Duriug tue past year recruitment has beei slow, by reasou 
of the yeueral prosperity of tne country affording better 
@aployment to tne class of men who generally entist ; but 
witer aud hard times will soon enable us to fill our ranks 
With a good class of men, and re-enlistments will increase by 
reason of the advautages the Army now holda out in the 
schouls, in tue better cundition of the frontier posts, more 
abundant food and clothing, and the vastly dimiuished labor 
of the past by the completion of railroads to regions hitherto 
Inaccessivle except by jong marches across aid, desulate 
plains. Now almost every post in the Army has railroad 
communication near, witu mails, aud convection by tele- 
graph to all paris of the world. In my judgmeut, the con- 
pcre = A Army, Officers and meu, is incomparably 
og. more cuinfortabie than it was tweuty years 
: tag details of last year’s work, for progress in drill and 
= © practice, I aguln invite your perusal of the enclosed 
repori of the several generals, which are very full and most 
interesting, supplemented by those of their own subordi- 





nates and staff, too voluminous to print, but which, in 
manuscript, are on file, accessible to you at all times. With 
great respect, W. T. Sazaman, General. 


LIEUT.-GEN. SHERIDAN’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


Gen. Sheridan’s officis] report has been forwarded to the 
Genersl of the Army. Siuce bis last anuual report no per- 
manent change has been made in the organization of the Di- 
vision under Gen. Sheridan’s command. Peace generally 
prevailed during the past year. Referriug to the Indians, 
Gen. Sheridan says Sitting Bull was not « chief, but was the 
leader uf a small band of about 60 lodges, who heid with him 
the same feelings of bitter opposition toward being civilized. 
He was in the outskirts of the fight with Custer, but not con- 
spicuous, and soon afterward struck out with his small band 
for British Columbia, being subsequently followed, from ne- 
cessity, by other bands of Sioux. *‘‘I have seen in the news- 
papers,” Gen. Sheridan contiuues, “ Jong accounts and nar- 
ratives purporting to be descriptions of Custer'’s bactle as 
related by Sitting Bull, which had, iu my opinion, but little 
truth in them, aud h’storians are cautioned against receiving 
thew: as correct. The Northera Cheyennes and Ozallalla 
Sioux—the former under two or three of their principal 
chiefs and the latter under Crazy Horse, as their leaders— 
on the fighting at the battle of Little Horn when Caster 
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In the Department of the Platte there were no eveuts of 
military importance, Tae cattle, mining and agricultural 
interests have greatly increased, especially in the ‘erritories 
of Utah and Wyomiug and in that part of Idaho belonging 
to the Department. Along the base of the Big Horn Moun- 
tains, especially west of Fort McKioney, beautifui farms have 
sprung up, and fields of wheat, oats, and barley, and bun- 
dreds of thousands of head of cattle are now to be seen 
where, only two or three years ago, was the land of the In- 
dian and the buffalo. Gen. Sheridan earuvestiy recommends 
Congressional action to keep out intruders from the Iudian 
Territory. Had it not been for the military the Territory of 
Oklxboma would now be covered with settlements. ‘The in- 
truders have been kept out by companies of troops marching 
from east to west, and back again, on the south side of the 
line between Indian ‘Territory and the State of Kansas, while 
the intruders marched to and fro in Kansas, on the north 
side of the same line. 

The muitary fie!d operations in Texas duriog the year were 
contined to the pursuit of small raiding parties from Mexico. 
The one which did the must damage wus severely chastised 
by lst Lieut. Joun L. Buliis, 24th Infantry. “Tbe extensive 
construction of railways in Texas,” says the report, *‘ has 
greatly contributed to the economical administration of this 
Department and to the effectiveness of military operations. 
The good feeling which exists between our Mexican neighbors 
uud ourselves along the Rio Grande frontier has almost en- 
tirely relieved the vobarrassments which for a long time 
existed iu that direction, ana I most cheerfully pay tribute 
to the lamented Gen, Canales, of the Mexican army, for his 
kindly feeliag and cordial co-operation in the attaimment of 
this most desirable result. The troops in this Division are 
eiticient and their discipline good cousidering the smallness 
of the companies and the amount of hard work to be per- 
formed in tighting Indians, building posts, making roads, 
guarding settlements and railroads, aud escorting parties en- 
gazed iu surveying projected railruads, boundary lines, and 
public lands in the Territories, The rights and lands of In- 
dians have also to be protected against encroachments, and 
I have to reiterate what I have said in former reports that 
the Army is much too sma!l to efficiently and economically 
perform the duties required of it. I recommend greater ac- 
tivity ia enlistments. This could be brought about by a mo- 
dification of the rigid standards of weight and height for 
recruits.” 

In the Department of the Missouri small raiding parties of 
Apache Iudians, tue remoaut of Victoria’s band, joined by a 
few young men from the Mescalero reservation, iu all not to 
exceed 60 in number, caused wide-spread alarm and serious 
loss of life in Suoutuern New Mexico last winter. The band 
came in from Mexico, south of Fort Cummings, and after 
making a raid of extraordinary boldness recrossed into Mex- 
ico, near the point of entrance. The General advises that, if 
possible, the consent of the Mexican Government be obtained 
for our troops to cross and catch this bani of freebooters, 
or at least to break down the confidence with which the 
boundary line inspires them in their ability to escape punish- 
ment. The compieticn of several lines of railway within the 
Department of the Missouri, and their rapid extensioa into 
the country lying beyond it, have done much to facilitate the 
movemeut and supply of troops. The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Railroad has been completed to Deming, connecting 
with the Southern Pacific from the west, and bcth of these 
lines are runnivg to Ei Paso, on the Rio Grande, while the 
Mexican Central is being rapidly pushed from that poiut iuto 
Chihuahua, The Atlantic and Pacitic railway is ranning 
from Albuquerque, via Fort Wingate, to beyond the western 
boundary uf New Mexico, and is being rapidiy constructed on 
the 35th parallel route far into Arizoua. 

The School of Instruction for Cavalry and Infantry at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, will be organized during the present 
month. 


REPORT OF THE QUARTERMASTER GENERAL. 


The Quartermaster General states the moneys for the ser- 
vice of the Quartermaster’s Department during the fiscal 
year at $13,857,187.57. The balance of former appropriation 
remaining in the Treasury at the beginaoing of the fiscal year 
at $1,027,815.68. These were applicable only to expenses in- 
curred in prior years, but not settled. There were remitted to 
disbursing officer during the year, #11,203,536.03. Paid 
through the Treasury, #718,205.13. Carried tu surplus fund, 
$230,123.62, and there remained in the Treasury undrawa on 
30th June, 1881, $1,705,296.04. 

He again calls attention to the propriety of allowing to the 
ofticers of the line who are placed on duty as acting A. Q. M., 
some compensation for the great pecuniary respousibility, to 
say nothing of the labor imposed by these duties. Sueh an 
allowance as is by law granted to acting commissaries of suu- 
sistence under the same circumstances, is recommended. 

The diiticulty arising in the exhaustion of the depot stock 
of clothing and equ’pment mentiuned last year, has cuntinued 
to be felt, though iu a somewhat less degree, be:ause the ap- 
propriation beiug made earlier at the short session, it was 
possible to make contracts earlier, and thus the deticiency of 
supply in the earlisr mouths of the year was less felt. The 
need of a special appropriation, however, to provide a work- 
ing stock t» be placed in depot to meet emergeucies and to 
provide 1oc the spring and summer distribuiion to the Army 
remains, and uuless an appropriation for this purpose is 
granted this winter, the ola ditticulty will be severe!y felt 
again next season, 

Under several joist resolutions of Congress, tents and camp 
equipage were losn-d to various orgauizations during the 
Fol cost in expenses, damages to material and losses of 

2,033.31. 

Toe Military Prison at Fort Leavenworth upon the system 
of .ecounts stood on Ist July, indebted to the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department in the sum of $961.89, au increase in the 





debt of about $100.00 during the year. The work done by 
the prisoners on account of the Qu urtermaster’s Depart neat 
thus very nearly balances the cost of supplies and m terials 
furnished the prison by that Department. The princival 
manufactares at the prison for the Department during the 
year were 34,163 pairs of boots, 25,944 pairs of shoes, and 
1,656 chairs for barracks. 

Helmets have b-en introduced as head gear both for offi- 
cers and soldiers. For troops in severe climates buffalo coats, 
fur capes, and gloves, and Arctic overshoes are supplied by 
the United States. Their use has mide campaigns possible 
without loss by frost in the severe climate of the Upper Mis- 
souci aud the Canadian boundary. 

The construction of 132 new mililary buildings by the 
Q. M. Department has been authorized during the year 
at an estimated cost of $240,000. Thev are at military posts 
in twenty-one different States and Territories. Repair of 
existing buildings has been authorized t» extent of $417,902, 
and $13,428 of the above sum has been devoted to new build- 
ings for schools and chapel» at military posts under the law 
of July 28, 1866, and $6,517.00 have been devoted to repairs 
of wharves at military poste. Of the #75,000 appropriated for: 
Hospital construction, $74,588 have been expended. Seventy- 
six vid buildings, no longer needed for the military service, 
have been sold aud their proceeds turned iuto the general 
Treasury balance. With s many buildings under its charge, 
scattered throughont the country, there has been some loss 
by fire. Fourteen such fires have been reported, bat cousid- 
ering that the Departmsut is estimated to be in charge of 
5,000 buildings, the losses have not beea comparatively 

reat. 

P The new headquarters at Fort Snelling have beon comple- 
ted, excepting some of the minor edifices, as the quarters for 
clerks, The Quartermaster-General has lately inspected 
them and finds them excellent buildings, very comfurtable 
and very well and ecosomically built. Nu further appropzi- 
ation i3 asked. 

Ths Quartermaster-General renews his rec»mmendation 
for the erection of a building forthe safe keeping of records 
of the Executive Department not in frequent use, Such a 

building need not be costly; it should be tire-proof and safe, 
aud so arranged that the records of the different Dapart- 
nents could be stored in sepsrate tire-proof rooms. ‘There 
can be no doubt as to the valu+ aud economy of suvh a build- 
ing, and the Quartermaster Gen. has submitted a design for tt. 
An appropriation therefor has passed the Senate un wnimous- 
ly, but in the last hours of the late Congress it failed in con- 
ference. 

Congress at the last sessioa passed a law providing for the 
erection of a new buildiog for the Pension Odice. As the law 
imposed upou the Q. M. Geueral the daty of -electing a site 
subject to approval of the Secretaries of Wir and of the Inte- 
rior, he reports the progress mide thereunder. It seems to 
bave been the intention of the anthors of this measure to 
provide by the appropriation ef $259,090, which was mide 
for the purchase of a site and for the eractioa of the build- 
ing, but the omissivn, appareatly ia accident of the word a «dd 
ia the law, has prevented any attem >t t> coasteact a buaild- 
ing, and the whole matter mas, therefore, reoiiued uide- 
termined and needs further legislative action. The Q. M- 
General bas uader the law performed his daty of selecting 
aud submitting for approval a site; he has also sub.nitted 
plans for such a building as he believes on information to 
have been inteuded by the authors of this lav. 

There are eighty national military cemeteries declared and 
established uuder the law. Three are indep2ndent of the 
cemeteries at military posts, which generally csanot be con- 
sidered permauent, being vacated on ths abandoamant of 
post as the frontier passes beyond them. 318,859 persoas 
rest in the national military cemeteries. Itis expecte1 that 
the public road from Vicksburg to the military cometery will 
be completed this fall. Further appropriations are asked to 
complete the roadways to the Ft. Scott and to the Chattanooga 
military cemeteries. As the sums granted by Congress were 
not sufficient for the completion of either, an appropriation 
for repairing the road to the Arlington cemetery is recom- 
mended. ‘Ine Quartermaster General renews his recom- 
mendation that this cemetery, containiug 23 acres, in which 
few more military inaterments are probable in the future, be 
constituted and established by law a national o‘ticial come- 
tery for intermeut of officers of the Government, members 
of Congress and others in the public service dyiag at Wash- 
ington or elsewhere, whose friends may desire their inter- 
ment in a cemetery maiataiued by the nation. There is 
space for this purpose. The cemetery is snificiently rem te 
from the city to be unobjectionable on the score of heaith. 
and yet near enough for easy c »mmuaication. Baing separa- 
ted from the city by a great river, it is not liable to be en- 
croached upon and ultimately destroyed by the growth of 
population. 

3813 claims under the law of July, 1864, for quartermss- 
ter’s stores were investigated during the year. Tueir 
amounts as presented was #2,287,729.22. The cost of this work 
was $139,694 63. The total number of these claims on file 
for examination was 22,935, calling for $12,034,750.29; of 
these the Q. M. General reported to the Third Aaditor 1,149, 
with recommendations for settleme it ut $227,630.39, waich 
is $344,898.93 less than claimed. 1,995, calling fur $1,835,- 
173.32, were rejected during the year, 

2,018 other claims, which the Q. M. General had not dar- 
ing the year been able to take up had been prepared for such 
action. Thus 5,162 cases were prepared during the year for 
adjudication. 

The Q. M. department moved during the year 45,653 per- 
sons, 10,355 beasts, and 135,632 tons of material. 

Some of the railroads which purchased on credit under 
Executive orders railroad material at the close of the war 
continue in default. 

Attention is called to the fact that while appropriation 
las been made to pay land grant railroads for service ren- 
dered in the years Soltantiens 39, 1830 and 1832, no pro- 
vision has been made iu appropriation for payiag for such 
services rendered in the year ending, June 30, 1881. This 
inflicts loss upon these compauies which have faithfully 
done their duty to the Government during that and other 

ears. 

, About 10,500 horses and the same number of mules are 
kept in the military service. ‘Tae loys of auimals during the 
year was 2,056 horses and 1,281 mules. The proceeds of 
sales thereof deposited ia the Treasary in the year, aud not 
available under existing laws to replice those died, lost or 
sold, was #80.207.97. ‘he average cost of 1,433 cavalry and 
artillery horses purchased during the year was 212,512. Total 
was $179,926.71. ‘The cost of 1,006 males and 29 drausht 
horses for the trains purchased was $117,074.80. Tue average 
being for mules $111.07 each, and for draught hors 
$183 79. Tus the sales of auimals worn out produ 
about }f of the cost of replacing them. 

120,283 cords of wood, 39,386 tons of coal, 654,012 bushels 
of coru, 832,928 bushels of oats, 224,047 bushels of barley, 
67,891 bushels of bran, 55,293 tous of hay, 31 toas of fud- 
der, 2,728 tons of straw have been used by the Army duriaz 
the year.

Gen. Wright reurges the importance of sea coast de- 
feaces, and, besides what we quoted last week, says: 

For many years no appropriations whatever have been 
made for the construction of new works, or for the modifica- 
tons of the old works which were built before the introduc- 
ton of modera ordnance and armored ships, and whick lat- 
wr, although there were none better in their day. are now 
most of them utterly unfit to cope with modern ships of war. 
The eartheh batteries more recently built in the positions 
which are available for such batteries in our harbors are 
generally in effective con lition, though by reason of the late 
increase in the power of ordnance some of them should be 
strengthened by thickening the parapets and coverings of 
magazines.” 

In this connection he invites attention to the summary of 
the report of the Board of Engineers and to a letter from 
Lieut.-Col. Gillmore, of the Corps of Engineers, who has 
devoted much attention to the subject of sea coast defences. 

Special attention is invited to the estimate of #100,000 for 
providing torpedoes to be stored in our fortifications, and 
planted, on the advent of war, in the channels and fairways 
of our harbors, and for providing the electric apparatus by 
whic’ the torpedo lines ave to be fired ; also to the item of 
$200,000 for prepariug our most important fortifications for 
operating torpedo lines, vy providing bomb proof chambers 
for the electrical apparatus, and the bomb proof subterra- 
nean galleries through which the electric wires are to be car- 
ried to deep water; both of these being essential to the 
operation of the torpedo system of defence in connection 
with the fortifications themselves. 

Gen. Wright urges the necessity of ween, the Battalion 
of Engineers, quoting from the Board of Engineers and 
Fortifications as follows: It is the duty of the board to again 
urge tae importance of increasing the number of enlisted 
men of engineers sufficiently to properly prepare for the 
service of our submarine mines in war. At present, owing 
to the reduction of the Army and to the need of troops on 
the plains, only about 100 men would be available in an 
emergeacy, hardly enough to defend the port of New York 
City. The service is tecinical, yy qualifications aud 
training not to be found in details from otner arms of the 
service, or among the volunteers. No change iu the organic 
law creating the Battalioa of Engineers is required; but sim-

phases was discussed. It was believed that the proposed 
contest would do mus to insrease the interest in rifle prac- 
tice, especially am ng the militia, while the fact of America, 
after her repeated victories with small bore rifles at the ex- 
treme ranges, are n>w realy and willing to accept the invita- 
tion of Great Britain to send to Wimbledon a team from her 
citizen soldiers to compete at short, mid, and even the long- 
ranges, and with miltiry rifles, wou'd Lo received with pleas- 
ure by every riflemin inthe United States. The Committee 
finally decided on sending the following communication to 
the State military authorities and prominent rifle organizi- 
tions in the country. Thit eathustastic replies will be re- 
ceived there is very little doabt, and that a team of National 
Gaizism2n will face the batts at Wim»ledon ia 1881 seems a 
foregone conclusion :

Tue Brooklyn Eagle of Nov. 6 strongly advocates the ‘‘In- 
ternational Military Match” between the Volunteer forces of 
Great Britain and our own militia, to which we last week re- 
ferred. It says: ‘National p.ide. patriotic feeling, and the 
rivalry which is seemingly iuseparable from the rifle field 
would all be brought into active play in such a match; and 
to a greater degree similar notions would sway the popular 
mind, and draw about an Iuternational military match an 
enthusiasm beside which the excitement of the small-bore 
matches would appear tame. We here at Creedmoor—spcak- 
ing now of Creedmoor as a representative American rauge— 
have bad enough of military shooting to carry conviction 
that, pitted agaiust an All England team, in match work, we 
could hold our own, with a fair showing for first place. Our 
marksmen are armed with American weapons, and these 
have before now proven a litt'e better than the best on more 
fields than one. The average match shootiog on American 
ranges, all things considered, is equal to auyihing shown 
elsewhere. Eveu England, in Ler twenty years’ experience 
in rifle meeting management, and her ranges innumerable, 
can show no better averages than those of a dozen State 
shooting fields. America, surely of all nations, has nothing 
to sbriuk from in the undertaking of an Interaational mili- 
tary match.”

A St. Louis correspondent informs us that the difficulty 
with ths Albany Burgess Corps ia that city was not the lack 
of attention from the local guardsmen and authorities, but 
the fuct that such attentions were received by the visitors in 
a way which gave tbe impression that they were unwelcome, 
the Burgesses being out on a private picnic of their own.

H. A. D. asks: ‘‘ whether an acting assistant engineer in 
the volunteer Navy was a co:missioned officer or ranked as 
one.” Hesays: ‘As I uaderstand it, all volanteer officers 
of the Navy were appointed by the Secretary of the Navy on 
temporary service, and understand further from those who |; 
were in the service, that their appointments read, appointed 
an ‘acting 3d assistant engineer’ aad * actiug 2d assistant en- 
gineer,’an ‘acting 1st assistant engineer,’etc.,and further, that 
what were called the line officers of the volunteer Navy, the 
‘admirals,’ ‘commodores,’ ‘captains,’ *commanders,’ etc., 
held appointments as acting admirals, acting commodores, 
etce., eu. AmTrightintbis? Further, that both 2d and 
3d assistant engineers have been abolished, and at the pre- 
sent time the engineers of the Navy are graded and called 
chief engineers, passed assistant enginee:s, assistant engi 
neers, and cadet engineers. During the war was a 3d as- 
Sistant engiueer in the Regular Navy considered a commis- 
sioned officer? There is no such grade now. Certainly he 
was not a warrant officer. What was his status ? and is he 
eligible for membership in a Society of’ ex-Army and Navy 
Officers?” ANswuR.—Volunteer officers of the Navy were 
hever commissioued officers by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. Tbey were appointed on temporary ser- 
vice and ranked with commissioned officers whilst in tho | 
service. The act approved July 25, 1866, section 7, says: 
‘And be it further enacted, That naval constructors and Ist 
and 2d assistant engineers in the Navy shall be appointed by 
the President and confirmed by the Senate, and shall have 
naval rank and pay as ofticers of the Navy.” In accordance 
with the above, the Ist and 2d assistant engineers were com- 
missioned for the first time in August, 1866, to rank from 
the approvel of the above act, July 25, 1866, more than a 
year after the war cloced. There were no such officers as 
acting rear admirals, commodores, captains or commanders, 
nor did they hold such appointments. When in command 
(being in the Regular Service) they were, some of them, 


cadet engineers. 3d assistant engineers were not commis. 
sioned oiicers during the war, but were warrant officers. 
The‘acting 3d assistants had only: acting appointments, and 
were not even warranted; but ranked during their service 
with the different grades in which they were appointed. We 
should say that a 3d assistant engineer in the Regular service 
during the war would be eligible for membership, the greater 
number of them being still in the service as passed assist- 
ants and some on the retired list, all now being commis- 
sioned officers. 

C. C. 8. asks: 1. Whether it would be possible to ship on 
any particular ship in the Navy for any particular cruise? 
and (2) also if any ships are fitting out for a roving commis- 
sion or for the European station? ANnswer.—Although it is 
sometimes done, it is not the usual practice to ship a person 
in the Navy for any particular station or vessel. They generally 
enlist for ‘general service.” 2. There is no vessel at pre- 
sent fitting out for a roving commission, or for the Mediter- 
ranean or European station.

A “Se Lr-REGISTERING TarGEt,” the invention of Dr. Wil- 
son, of Hawkhurst, England, consists of a sufficiently thick 
plate of iron, out of which six circular disks or concentric 
flat faced rings of necessary breadth are made. The rings 
must be of such diameters that there shal] be a clear-openiug 
all round between each of them of about three-sixteenths of 
an inch or a quarter of an inch, so that the disk rings hang 
by hooks of sufficient length on a cross rod and work on it, 
as an easy joint, may move backwards and forwards without 
touching each other. When the bullet hits the 
face of one of the disk rings, it swings back, 
but, by the ring’s own natural weight, it immediately 
rights itself, and falls back into its origina! position. A nip- 
ple or tongue is fixed in the back of cach of the disk rings ; 
and when the ring is suddenly forced back, its nipple plunges 
into » small hole opposite, to correspond iu the strong plank, 
faced with iron, behind the target, and to which the target 
is fixed. Into this hole t-.e nipple plunges deep enough to 
touch the sensitive needle, and through this medium sets a 
signalling apparatus in motion. The sensitive needle must be 
sufliciently deep in each hole to be entirely protected against 
any accidenta] breaking and flying about of pieces of the bul- 
let. Tue electric apparatus can be made safe behind the 
broad plank. On the inside of a cross bar, a short distance 
behind the target disk, there are pads or baffers, to deafen 
the harsh sound of the iron disk in dashing against an iron 
surface, and also to prevent the disk ring being thrown back 
too far by the impact of the bullet. Eleven different values 
of hits may be recorded by this target. The hooks by which 
the disk rings hang require to be considerably bent outwards, 
to allow the rings to swing sufficiently far back, and not touch 
any of the other hooks. 


THE RODGERS AND THE GOLDEN FLEECE. 


A San Francisco despatch of November 5, says that 
the Golden Fleece, which took north to Point Barrow 
Lieut. Ray’s Signal Service party, returned on that 
day. Capt. Jacobson, master of the schooner, says 
that he learned from a whaler that the Rodgers had failed 
to find any irace of the Jeannette. Lieut. Berry intend- 
ed to winter cither on Wrangel Land or on the neigh- 
boring Siberian coast. Beyond establishing the insular 
character of Wrangel Land, the cruise of the Rodgers 
had been barren of results. 

Capt. Jacobson reports that he left Lieut. Ray and 
party September 17 at the new station called Ooglala- 
mie, five miles west of Point Barrow. All were in the 
best of health and spirits. The observatory was up 
before the schooner had left, and the construction of the 
main building was begun. The natives manifested a 
friendly disposition. As early as possible next spring 
Lieut. Ray will begin an exploration of the valley of 
the Coppermine River, which he believes has some con- 
nection with Yukon River. He expects to make a cir- 
cuit from the Coppermine south and west, coming out 
at Kotzebue Sound, where a vessel will be awaiting 
him. 

Two days later the whaler Belvidere arrived at San 
Francisco with letters direct from the Rodgers. Lieut. 
Berry sent out parties which surveyed different parts of 
Wrangel Island. The Rodgers, after having established 
Wrangel Land to be an island, steamed 120 miles north 
and northwest in search of further land, bnt failed to 
find any. Lieut. Berry ascended a mountain on Wran- 
gel Island and from the top saw the sea all around it. 
The season had been most favorable for exploring on 
account of its openness. The Rodgc7s intends to send 
out a sledge party from winter quarters to explore the 
coast of Siberia. She expects to leave her wiater quar- 
ters next June and go as far north as possible.

Oniain or DipHtuerta.—An officer suggests that we re- 
publish for the benefit of Army and Navy fathers and 
mothers the statements of Professor Horatio C. Wood in re- 
gard to that terrible scourge diohtheria. Professor Wood, 
who has been engaged with Dr. Henry Formad in researches 
as to the origin of diphtheria, delivered a lecture upon the 
subject before the Academy of Sciences at Philadelphia. 
He stated that the disease is propagated by a microscopic 
plant or fangas, exi-ting in all buman beings, especially in 
the mouth and throat, but lacking the power of reproduc- 
tion until given increased vitality by those disordered con- 
ditions of the mucous membrane which attend sore throat 
when caused by cold. ‘The practical result of the investiga- 
tion pointed out was the possibility that diphtheria, if ex- 
isting theories hold good, may be prevented by artificial 
inoculation. In the case of splenic fever, caught from ani- 
mals, which has been proved to originate from a somewhat 
similar plant, Pasteur has found that the plant when ex- 
posed a sufficient time to the air loses its poisonous character 
through the action of oxygen, and when then introduced 
into the system makes the animal sick, but is no longer fatal. 
The deduction is that this diphtheric plant, scientifically 
known as ‘‘micrococi,” may in time be cultivated so that 
when inoculated with it the system will be no Jonger subject 
to the disease in its fatal form. 








Mixirary Inventions.—The following patents for military 
inventions have recently been granted: 

To Lucien F. Bruce, Springfield, Mass., for a cartridze 
feeder for machine guos. The conductor consists of two 
parts pivoted together, the upper part provided with two 
flanged grooves or channels, tu receive and hold the heads of 
the cartridges, and the lower part with a single groove. 
When the cartridges are exhausted from one of the upper 
channels the weight of the other row throws its groo ze into 
coincidence with the lower single groove, A fluted rolter, 
working through the side of the fout, brings the cartridges 
into horizontal position preparatory to delivering them to 
the mechanism of the gun. 

To Dexter Smith, Springfield, Mass., fur a revolving fire- 
arm. A hooked arm on an oscillating plate arranged at tbe 
side of the hammer is brought into engagement with the 
spindle of the extractor-stem when the hammer is at full- 
cock, and also when it is down, and retains the extractor 
when the cylinder is moved forward. Wheu the hammer is 
at half-cock the cylinder and extractor may both be removed 
from the frame. 

To Gustave Henze, New York, for armor for vessels, 

To F. G. Farnham, White Mills, Pa., for a wad for car- 
tridges. The ungummed wad is first put in place and forms 
a bed or foundation for the gummed wad, which is held ia - 
place by the gum on its edges. 

To William Mason, Hartford, Ct., for breechloading fire- 
arms. ‘To same person for a revolving fire-arm. A tooth 
on the spring-gate in rear of the cylinder eug ges with the 
ratchet of the cylinder and prevents backward rotation of 
the latter. 

To G. L. Sanford, New Haven, Ct., for a method of ar- 
ranging cartridge shells, consisting in the employment of a 
plate with several series of studs arranged to project verti- 
cally therefrom, the shells placed thereon in a mass, and so 
that they will fall upon the studs the epen end downward, 
then placing a thia plate upon the shells so arranged, whereby 
the plates and shells may be inverted upon a table and the 
plates removed, leaving the shells on the table mouth 
upward, 

To E'i Whitney, New Haven, Ct., for a magazine fire-arm. 

To G. H. Reynolds, New York, for a submarine torpedo 
boat. This invention relates mainly to the diving-rods and 
sighting apparatus of a boat which is controlled by means of 
an electric circuit. 

To Chas. G. Street, Brooklyn, N. Y., for a breech-loading 
fire-arm. 

To Henry Watkeys, Syracuse, N. Y., for a breech-loading 
firearm. ‘Che breech plug moves slightly forward into the 
barrel when the breech is fully closed. 





Tux Army and Navy Cazette holds that heavy ma- 
chine guns not possessing the portability necessary in 
the field mitrailleuse, should be classed with artillery of 
rosition, or siege artillery, which are now to a certain 
extent combined in fcreigu services. In one of the Con- 
tinental armies, for example, a battery of six heavy ma- 
chine guns is attached to each division of this ciass of 
artillery. This division consists of two batteries of 
heavy and one battery of light siege artillery and artil- 
lery of position, together with an ammunition column. 
Another of the great Powers is about to arm all its fort- 
resses with heavy, shell-firing machine guns. In fact, 
the value of this arm is daily being more and more re, 
cognized abroad, in Europe, in America, in Asia, where 
it is being purchased, not only for field service, but for 
fortified places. It advises against the purchase of mnfle- 
firing machine guns until it has been decided what shall 
be the rifle of the future for the Infantry, as the ammu- 
nition used by the machine gun and by the Iufantry 
should be interchangeable. Allowing that an Infantry 
soldier can fire with deliberation and precision ten shots 
a minute, it would require 400 men to defend the posi- 
tion as effectively as 60 men with ten machine guns; 
and where, as in the British Army, men are scarce, the 
saving of manual labor must prove a great considera 
tion. The War Oilice shuuld, therefore, carefully con- 
sider the subject of machine guns as a substitute for 
men. 

Russia has completely supplanted England in the 
Shah’s councils at Teheran, and operations are in pro- 
gress in the newly-acquired Tekké Turcoman region, 
having for their ultimate object the ——s of Rus- 
sian influence or Russian rule over Khorassan, which 
fills up most of the fertile expanse lying between the 
Caspian and Herat. The Shah has cancellJ 
ed the contracts of the Austrian officers 
in his employ, and means to replace them with 
Russians. Sc fond, indeed, is he of the Russians, that. 
he always wears a Cossack uniform at grand reviews. 
Against such a predisposition in favor of Russia, stiau 
lated by the astute envoy Zrinovieff, at Teheran, Eng- 
lish diplomacy, never very brilliant, fights in vain.

Whereas the displace- 
ment of the older vessels is 5,440 tons, that of the Con- 
queror is estimated at 6,200 tons: the indicated horse 
power of the two vessels being, respectively, 4,200 and 
4,500, but the same speed of 138 knots is anticipated for 
both vessels. While the plating of the former vessel 
was limited to armor of from 10 to 14 inches thick of 
iron, the armor of the Conqueror will consist of steel- 
faced iron plates of 12 inches thick at the water line, 11 
inches on the battery, and from 12 to 14 inches on the 
turrets. But this armor, with its face of steel, is cal- 
culated to be equivalent in point of .resistance to four 
additional inches of irou armor as carried by the Rupert, 
so that the Conqueror’s plating may be considered equiv- 
aleut to from 14 to 18 inches of the iron with which the 
other vessel is protected. The deck armor which is now 
introduced generally iuto ironclad construction consists 
of steel plating of two and three inches thick. While 
the Rupert carries two 25-ton guns of the old-fashioned 
muzzle loading type, the Conqueror will be provided 
with four breech. loaders—two for the turrets, of 43 tons, 
and twe six-inch guns outside the turrets, presumably 
for use as chase guos. It will be seen at once that there 
is no comparison between the vessels on this head. 
Both in character and calibre the new vessel has an 
overwhelming advantage over its rival. The value of 
machine guns such as the Nordenfelt and Gatling, is 
now regarded as absolute in men-of-war, and provision 
has been made for a fair supply of these weapons; 
while in the matter of torpedoes, provision is made for 
the use of the Whitehead under water, as in the Jnflez- 
ible. The chief value of the new vessel will, the 7%mes 
thinks, lie in the fact that it indicates a determination 
on the part of the British Naval authorities to provide 
the Navy for some time to come with powerful vessels 
of known type, capable of easy and ready reproduction, 
rather than to strain after novelty and court the risk of

MODERN FRENCH CAVALRY. 
(Correspondence of the London Times. ) 


1 nap a long conversation with a very intelligent non 
commissioned officer of cavalry about his arms. He 
told me—and subsequent inquiry confirmed his state- 
ments—that a few regiments of light cavalry have been 
sent to Africa lately. I asked him about the one-year 


the dissatisfaction felt in the army regarding this insti- 
tution did not represent the true state of the case. The 
one-year volunteers, being inteiligeat, well brought up 
men, are rather favorites thun otherwise, and no jeal- 
ousy is felt of them. They are treated exactly like 
ordinary soldiers, except that, being, owing to their su- 

rior education, more intelligent, they are instructed 
in a squad by themselves. As a matter of fact, they 
often pay the soldiers to clean their horses, clean their 
accoutrements, and do barraek fatigue—though the regu- 
lations forbid such practices—and no doubt they are not 
the less popular on this account. The number of horses 
and men correspond in a French cavalry regiment. It 
therefore generally happeus that a large proportion of 
the men have to look after two horses. On a declara- 
tion of war, however, there would be plenty of reserv- 
ists to fill vacant saddles. The system must be costly ; 
still, situated as France is, she must have a large body 
of cavalry ready at a moment's notice to form a screen 
on the frontier. Shooting with the rifle is encouraged 
in the French cavalry, and the best shots wear a trum- 
pet as a badge ov the left arm. The French cavalry are 
now systematically trained to fight on foot and even to 
throw up hasty fortifications, it being recognized that 
they would be most useful in hastening an advance of 
the infantry to seize a strategic point. No intreuching 
tools are carried on the horse or person of the cavalry- 
man, but a cart, carryipg tools, would be attached to 
cavalry sent to seize a point for the occasiou.- I may 
mention, by the way, that, though it has been decided 
to abulish Cuirassiers (and the latter are gradually being 
converted into Carbineers), yet several regiments of 
Cuirassiers still exist. Indeed, no fewer than four bri- 
gades of Cuirassiers bave taken part in the mnnceuvres 
under Gen. de Gallifet. Probably the French Minister 
of War may reconsider his decision concerning the 
Cuirassiers, whom those very practical soldiers, the Ger- 
mans, consider it advisable to retain.

The successful operations of the Boers in 
the Transvaal have brought more clearly to the public 
mind a knowledge of the importance of the breech- 
loading rifle, and have also shown how great is the 
amount of individual intelligence, and even craft, 


| of that weapon; and further, how very formidable un 
professional soldiers may become when they thoroughly 
understand its use. 
| That which more than anything keeps the Volunteer 
| force together and renders it popular is rifle shooting, 
| which gives as much sport to the men as pheasant and 
rabbit shooting does to those who can afford it. Du- 
| ring the long interval of several centuries in our history, 
since archery and tilting passed away, military exercises 
have found no place among the amusements and pas- 
} times of the pzople. In no country have men been so 
devoted to what are called manly sports as in England, 
| but till the Volunteer movement arose, no outlet for 
| athletic exercises was found for the youth of the coun. 
| try, save in cricket, rowing, foot-ball, and such like 
games, together with sporting both on horseback and on 
foot. To these has now been added a new outlet for 
the energy of the country, aud the line taken has the 
advantage of being patriotic and national, elevating 
(what is to a great extent a relaxation and a pastime 
jinto the performance of an act of duty and citizenship 
which is recognized and admired by the public, and 
— adds to the self-esteem of those who engage 
in it. 

Amongst the many well-wishers of the Volunteers 
must be included those who wish to see the youth of 
the country trained to those physical exercises which 
add so much to the graceful carriage and good ap- 
pearance of young men. Englishmen of the upper 
classes appreciate the benefit of this form of education, 
and the luwer orders will in time learn to value it like- 
wise, and will be able to find it in the ranks 
of the Volunteers. When the improvement of the 
health and physique of our vast working populatioa 
is occupying the thoughts of our philanthropists, let it 
not be forgotten that in Volunteer training we possess 
the best school for promoting these objects. The an- 
nual Wimbledon meetings have done much towards 
| rendering rifle shooting a national pastime—thus pro- 
moting the stability of the Volunteer movement by 
creating a wholesome competition and rivalry between 
the various corps. The best marksmen in each regi- 
ment are well-known, and can be counted off as readily 
as the best speakers in the House of Commons. 

A noble duke recently endeavored to explain in the 
House of Lords the cause cf the temporary reverses of 
cur troops in the Transvaal by showing that they had 
to encounter deer-stalkers rather thau soldiers.

A squad of 
such men placed behind a bank and well supplied with 
ammunition could silence any artillery, as the Boers 
are said to have dune at Laing’s Nek, when they made 
our guns all white with bullet marks. 
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|THE NEXT WAR BETWEEN FRANCE AND 
GERMANY. 


A PAMPHLET on ‘* The Probable Strategical Deploy- 
| ment of the German Forces on the French Frontier,” 
which has been lately published in Paris, has attracted 
much attention both in France and Germany, not oniy 
because of the importance of the subject of which it 
treats, but also because it is distinctly advertised as the 
work of the Second Bureau of the French General Staff, 
| and may therefore be taken as an expression of the views 
entertained by the latter body of the probable course of 
the initiatory stages of the next war between France 
and Germany. The mobilisation of the German army 
will, it is calculated, be completed in six days, or, in 
other words, the German troops will have been raised 
from their peace to their war establishment, will be 
fully equipped for the active work of a campaign, and 
will be ready for transport from their several garrisuns 
to the frontier by the morning of the seventh day after 
the order has been telegraphed from Beriin for the army 
to be mobilised. In the next war, as in 1870, the whole 
of the German fieid forces will, the French staff believes, 
| be divided into three armies, the first of which, consisi- 
| ing of the 3d, 7th, and 8th Corps, will be concentrated 
| on the Diedenhof-Metz line; while the second, consisting 
| of the 4th, 11th, and 2d Bavarian Corps, will be ass -m- 
| bled on the Metz-Saarburg line, and the third, comprising 
| the 5th, 13th, 14th, and 1st Bavarian Corps, will be 

concentrated between Strasburg and Wasselnhein, the 
| corps not enumerated in the above distribution being in 
i= first instance left behind for the protection of the 

German coasts and frontiers. The transport of the 
troops from their respective garrisons to the frontier will 
be effected by trains running at the rate of twenty-four 
a day on all railways with double lines, and at the rate 
of fifteen a day on those railways provided with 2 single 
line of rails only ; and assuming that each of the Ger- 
man Army Corps will require eighty-five trains for its 
complete transport, namely, twenty-five for the con- 
veyance of its infantry, fifteen for the carriage of its 
cavalry, twenty-six for its artillery, one for its pioneers, 
and eighteen for its train, it is calculated that on the 
sixteenth day after the order to mobilise shall have been 
given five German Army Corps will stand on the Moselle 
ready to assume an immediate offensive. On the other 
hand, the concentrativa of the French Army Corps wiil 
be ordered at the outset, with a view to purely defensive 
operations, since it will be impossible for the French to 
assemble troops on the frontier as rapidly as the German 
will be able to. It will, in fact, the French pamphiet 
asserts, probably even be found necessary to abandon 
to the enemy large tracts of territory in the neighbor- 
hood of Nancy and Lunéville, and concentrate in the 
first instance for the defence of the line Neufchateau- 
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Alsace and Lorraine of the two divisions of the 15th 
Army Corps on something very closely approaching a 
war footing. On the third day after the issue of the 
order to mobilise, these two divisions would, it is cal- 
culated, be ready to advance from Metz aad Strasburg, 
and at once cross the frontier, when the only troops 
which could be oppcsed to them would be the cavalry 
garrisons of Lunéville, Nancy, and Pont-a-Mousson, a 
weak infantry brigade in Nancy, and two battalions of 
rifles in St. Dié and Pont St. Vincent. Whether, how- 
ever, the German leaders would actin a mauner so 
totally opposed to all the principles which governed the 
conduct of their operations in 1870 as to push forward 
a single army corps across the enemy’s frontier before 
the completion of the concentration, or even of the 
mobilisation, of their main armies, is very doubtful. Ii 
is far more probable that not a battalion of the 15th 
Army Corps would be moved until after the arrival, at 
all events, of large reinforcements.—Broud Arrow. 











A Times correspondent describes the German infan 
try as having no stockings, the only thing which protects 
their feet from the friction cf the shoe-leather being a 
piece of linen rag smeared with lard or other grease, if 
procurable, and wrapped round their lower extremities 
like sandal straps. If one’s boots are too small, the 
feet are excoriated ; if too large, they are blistered ; but 
the lard and liven device is probably deemed and proved 
hy the Germans to be an antidote against both these 
miseries, There is another serious inconvenience, 
however, attending the disproportion betweea the 
size of boots and feet. In very soft, tenacious ground the 
boots are left sticking, while the man goes on, casting an 
affectionate farewell look behind him; but halt he cannot. 
Doctors and chaplains, says the same correspondent, 
are not the only members of the German army who 
wear spectacles. I saw several officers of artillery— 
who are probably more given to bard reading than their 
comrades—wearing them, while glasses of this kind are 
tolerably common ir the ranks. Apart from one or 
two young dandies in the Guards, there are few Ger- 
man officers who indulge in the foppishness of an eye- 
glas3. It added to the bitterness of the French defeat 
that they were conquered by sn army who wore spec- 
tacles. This is not the place to inquire why short sight 
isso much more common in Germany than in most 
other European countries; perhaps it may be due to 
beer drinking, or bookishness, or badly ventilated rooms, 
or excessive smoking, or the indistinctness of the Ger 
mao printed characters, or perhaps to all these causes 
combined ; but defectiveness of vision is a physical 
failing which does nut seem to weigh with the general 
staff in rejecting recruits. If a man is too short or 
hump-backed, or weak lunged, or wants a thumb, or 
has an aged pareut to support, they will relegate him 
to the supplementary reserve, to be called upon for 
subsidiary military service only in cases of extreme 
emergency ; but not to be able to cover a bull’s-eye at a 
200 yards range appears to be deemed an infirmity 
curable by a couple of magnifying lenses. 


CLEANING Out THE SuTLER.—The Army sutler was 
the soldier’s best friend and worst enemy. He was 
Icoked upon as an extortioner, and therefore an enemy, 
and yet he was regarded as a friend who stood between 
the soldier and hunger. There were occasions when 
regimental wagons could not *‘ get there,” but it was 
only on rare occasions that the sutler’s wagons could 
not pull through. Itis true he asked a big price for his 
cake, cheese and canned goods, but he had taken big 
risks in following the regiment. All things considered, 
the sutler did not deserve the reproach bestowed upon 
his calling. He ran risks which only brave men take, 
and his expenses sometimes devoured his profits, large 
as they seemed. Very few of them made any great 
amount of money, and scores of them were financially 
**busted” by raids and robberies; 

From first to last the sutler was considered fair game 
for any one who could beat him, and when he could not 
be tricked he could be cleaned out. This latter process 
was the darkest mystery in Army life. No one seemed 
to plan or to lead, and yet all seemed to understand. 
At a given moment from twenty-five to ore hundred 
men would suddenly appear at the sutler’s tent, or hut, 
and go through him like a hurricane. The blow fell so 
quickly that there was no dodging it, and the guards 
arrived too late to make an arrest or save anything. 

At the remount camp at Pleasant Valley, in 1865, 
thirty men fell upon the sutler’s cabin about five min- 
utes after roll-call. It was a stout log hut, securely 
barred and bolted, and contained $700 worth of stores. 
The clerk, a young man of 19, slept within, armed with 
two revolvers. There was a graud yell, a crash, and all 
was over. In five minutes from the first alarm a guard 
was on the spot, but too late. The only articles left in 
the hut would not have sold for $50. The clerk was 
outside in his night-clothes, robbed of his arms and 
cash, and cheeses, bags of nuts, boxes of candy and 
cases of tobacco and canned goods had disappeared as 
if taken up by the wind. A sirict search of camp was 
at once begun, but not so much as a nickel’s worth of 
the stolen property could be discovered. A hundred 
meu were suspected and questioned, but not one could 
be held responsible. It was like the swoop of a hawk, 
and as full of deadly vengeance. 

In 1862, in Richardson’s Lrigade of infantry, a sutler 
was cleared out at noon in the midst of four thousand 
men with their eyes open, and $1,000 worth of gouds 
secreted in camp so well that only a dozen penhulders 
could be found by the searchers. Twenty men did the 
business in about two minutes, and not one of them 
could be identified.— Detroit Free J’ress.
